PROVINCE OF ABRA, LUZON, P. I. 


On March 27, 1901, Major William H. Bowen, 5th 
Inf., assumed command of the Province of Abra, under 
orders from General Bell. In his report for March, 1901, 
he said: 

“The latter part of the month was taken up in ne- 
gotiations with the Villamors for a surrender, but it came 
to nothing, and it is apparent that the most drastic meas- 
ures will have to be taken to put a stop to the rebellion 
in this province. There were no operations of any con- 
sequence during the month, the troops being used for pa- 
trolling and escort duty.” In a report dated Banzen, 
Abra, Luzon, P. I., Dec. 16, 1901, Major Bowen says: 

General Bell approved of my views as italicized, and 
increased the forces under my command by four compa- 
nies of Infantry and two troops of Cavalry, besides a col- 
umn of observation, consisting of four companies of the 
48th Volunteer Infantry and one company of Scouts, un- 
der the command of Major S. Rice, 48th Inf., U. S. V. 
He also ordered that all towns be connected with the cap- 
ital—Bangued—by telephone, which work was completed 
inside of two weeks. 

Active operations were begun at once and were so suc- 
cessful that on April 26, 1901, Lieut. Col. Juan Villa- 
mor came in to Bangued and surrendered, followed, on the 
29th by Col. Blas Viillamor. The number of surrendered 
were 41 officers, 234 riflemen, with rifles, and over 5,000 
bolomen. Up to the day of the surrender it had been 
unsafe for Americans, in parties of less than thirty, to 
travel anywhere: from that day to the present, an 
American, or anyone else, for that matter, has been able 
to go anywhere in the province alone with perfect safety. 

Late in March, 1901, General Bell and I had made a 
short tour of the province and did not consider it safe to 
take with us less than seventy-five mounted men. Imme- 
diately after the surrender I went from pueblo to 
pueblo, administering the oath of allegiance, taking the 
flag and an escort of only four men; this being an escort 
of honor, rather than an escort of safety. 

During the insurrection the province suffered severely, 
Every mun was either an active insurrecto or a sympa- 
thizer, the consequence being that property had been de- 
stroyed right and left; whole villages had been burned, 
storehouses or crops had been destroyed and the entire 
province was as devoid of food products as was the Shen- 
andoah after Sheridan’s raid during the Civil War. The 
jurisdictions or comprehensions of Pilar and Villavieja 
have been depopulated and this portion of the province 
had been absolutely destroyed, except some few Tinguiane 
barrios hidden in the pockets of the hills. 

Immediately after the surrender, the people went to 
work planting; as there was general suffering for food, 
the commanding officer issued rice and salt in quantities 
sufficient to prevent starvation; he also went about from 
place to place, and in this way caused a feeling of confi- 
dence and good fellowship, which feeling has continued 
until the present time. 

In August, 1901, Governor Taft, and members of the 
Commission, visited the province for the purpose of es- 
tablishing Civil Government. The body of men at the 


secretary, 
late Presidente of a a was appointed fiscal. These 
men took office Sept. 1, 1901, since that time have 
been busy re-organizing towns and establishing civil 
government. On Tuesday, Dec. 3, 1901, the first elec- 
tions, under the municipal code, were had, and every- 
thing took place lawfully and quietly. 

The men of the province are hard at work planting 
and building. Peace and quiet reigns throughout all sec- 
tions. Two murders have taken place, but one of them 
was by a crazy Tinguiane, who afterwards took his own 
life, and the other was by a party or two, not inhabitants 
of Abra, who came over the mountains from Ilocos Sur, 
evidently on a ladrone expedition. Some few breaches 
of the peace, such as petty thieving, are going on all the 
time, or rather from time to time, but they are few, and 
at the present time there are but thirteen prisoners in 
the provincial jail, and five of these are for murder com- 
mitted during the insurrection. Their cases are now be- 
fore the Court of the First Instance. 

This is a smal] province, having but 48,000 inhabitants 
all told, but the people are of a superior class and de- 
sire American rule and American ways. The province 
is poor but there is no reason why it should not become 
rich and prosperous. We need industrial schools, and es- 
pecially men to teach the proper methods of curing tobac- 
co, which is and will be the wealth of the province. We 
need saw-mills, grist-mills, brick machines and men to 
run them. With them, wealth will flow into us. Roads 
must be made. The only entrance into Abra is by river. 
A main road must be built up the river, and roads from 
lidigan to Pilar and Villavieja; and from Bangued to 
Tayum, Bucay and San Jose; also Bangued to San Gre- 
gorio and La Paz. These roads will be the main arter- 
ies and until they are built, there can be but little com- 
merce and traffic. 

Money spent in Abra will be money well invested. 

I must not close without reference to the schools and 
the interest taken in them. In Bangued we have two 
male American teachers and two female, besjdes three na- 
tive teachers. In Pidigan we have one male and one 
female American and two native teachers. In Tayum, 
one male American and two native, in Bucay and Dolores, 
same as Tayum. The other towns have native teachers. 
Americans are requested by all the towns and by two of 
the Tinguiane barrios. 

In conclusion, I will say that in my opinion, Abra is 
thoroughly pacified. The people are content, comparative- 
ly prosperous and happy., The general conditions are 
good, and, I believe, will remain so until some hot-head 
springs up who, for personal reasons and private ends, 
may attempt to stir up strife. 

No people are perfect, but these people of Abra ap- 
proach it, so far as lies in their power.

LINCOLN’S WAR DISPATCHES. 


Leslie J. Perry, late of the War Records Board of 
Publication, has an article in the February Lippincott on 
“Lincoln’s Official Habit,” skilfully drawing from a com- 
parison of his numerous dispatches a picture of the man 
and of his methods. “Surprise is often expressed,” Mr. 
Perry says, “that so large a proportion of President Lin- 
coln’s most important telegrams are dated from the War 
Department instead of the Executive Mansion, and none 





-of them from the Navy or other administrative bureaus. 


From this, writers have plausibly drawn the conclusion 
that Lincoln personally liked the Secretary of War bet- 
ter than any of the other Cabinet officers. While this 
indeed appears to have been true, it does not necessarily 
so follow. The explanation is easy. War was the busi- 
ness of that time, and Lincoln’s eyes were always bent 
to the Army, especially when great military events were 
impending. He habitually haunted the adjacent War 
Department and Army Headquarters, where abode Gen- 
eral Halleck, his military adviser, for news and views. 
His fertile brain saw the critical points in the game of- 
tentimes far more clearly than some of his so-called 
‘ablest generals.’ In the heat of action, or at crucial 
moments, his orders, suggestions, and inquiries were fired 
off spontaneously from wherever he might be at the 
moment, and at such periods he was generally ‘over 
at the War Department,’ with Mr. Stanton. That 
is the chief reason why so many of his dispatches are 
dated at that Department, and not because he perhaps 
held Stanton in higher esteem than the Secretary of the 
Navy, or State, or Treasury.” 

Lincoln’s mental processes in times of victory and de- 
feat, indeed at all times, are clearly delineated in this 
daily telegraphic correspondence with his generals in the 
field, and Mr. Perry gives a series of typical dispatches, 
showing clearly Lincoln’s quick ability to grasp a situa- 


tion, and his knowledge of men. The forceful methods of 
expression sometimes used Lincoln show that he was 
“master all time, and everybody,” as article

mains in some quarters an impression that in his per- 
sonal manner and address Lincoln was too brusquely, 
sometimes even offensively, familiar with his daily asso- 
ne eS ee ae ee ae. 
throughout all his correspondence and o utterances, 
Even it informal and p personal matters his numer- 
ous notes and telegrams to his closest friends were always 
most respéctful and dignified, if anything too stiffly form- 
al. Periodically stories crop up giving messages in which 
President Lincoln addresses “ r Stanton.” It is point- 
ed out that in fact, Lincoln never started even the most 
hasty note “Dear Seward,” or “Dear Stanton,” or “Dear 
Halleck,” as under the circumstances at times might 
have been ere a They were almost invari- 
ably addressed “Hon. Secretary of State, My Dear Sir,” 
or “Hon. Secretary of War,” or “Major-General Hal- 
leck,” or if the name was used it was “Hon. William H. 
Seward,” or “Hon. Edwin M. Stanton,” as the case might 
be. Lincoln was too serious a man himself to imagine 
that he could with impunity underrate the dignity of oth- 
ers. 
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ARMY ATHLETICS. 


The Annual Report of the Army Athletic Association 
for 1901 contains a number of admirable illustrations, 
from photographs, of scenes at the West Point-An- 
napolis football game, and diagrams showing the pro- 
gress of the game in each half, with the triumphant 
score for West Point of eleven to five. Captain Davis 
reports: “The best football season in the history of the 
Army team. A schedule which was characterized by 
the daily press as the most ambitious of the year, was 
carried out not exactly in the manner intended by those 
who arranged it, but on the whole far beyond their 
most sanguine expectations.” The record of the year 
was indeed phenomenal, the Army scoring 98 points in 
all to their opponents’ 22. Harvard, the champion of 
the year, was the only team that lowered the Army 
colors, and then only by a score of six to nothing. Yale 
and Princeton each tied West Point, with scores of 
five to five and six to six. The Navy eleven was the 
only other team that succeeded in scoring. and compli- 
ments are extended to it as a “bully” team. An ap- 
pendix gives a record of each game played. 

In baseball Lieutenant Kromer reports that the early 
graduation of the first class last year caused the loss 
of several valuable men, and a rainy spring added a 
further handicap, yet an excellent record was made, 
of 78 points in all for the West Point nine to their op- 
ponents’ 48. The Navy nine was beaten by the narrow 
margin of four to three. The success attained was due 
to the consideration given to ae by the authorities, 
the excellent spirit of the squad, and the able work of 
the coaches, Mr. Davis and Mr. Irvine. 

In tennis Captain Coe reports an awakening interest 
during the season among both officers and cadets. In 
general athletics the only event held under the auspices 
of the iation was the very successful Seventh 
Annual Indoor Meet, held on March 16, 1901. 

The report of Captain Rivers as treasurer shows 24 
total expenditure of $11,006.50, with we-halance of $4,- 
.52 for the new season; $1,682.50 | ur _from 
cadets, $1,510.25 from officers at tue ; Loo 
from officers not at the post and $2,034 from civilians. 
It is noted that for the first time in the history of the 
Association there is a considerable expenditure for 
base ball on account of the contest with Annapolis. 
Captain Rivers comments on ‘“‘the splendid financig! 
support received from the friends of the Army tea. 
all over the world,” and says: “I am sure that all 
who knew West Point and the life of a cadet when 
there was little or no interest taken in athletics here 
and who see the difference now, would be sure that the 
money contributed does a great deal of good, and is 
used for a good purpose.” ;

NEW YORE 
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A TRIBUTE TO ADMIRAL KIMBERLEY. 


Another of Admiral Farragut’s war veterans has an- 
swered the fina] roll-call and crossed the gangway of life, 
never to return. It was my great privilege to serve under 
the late Admiral in 1861-2, when he was Executive Officer 
of the fifty-gun U. 8. Frigate “Potomac,” under the com- 
mand of the late Rear-Admiral L. M. Powell. Of the 
forty Officers who went into commission with her in 
New York Navy-Yard, August, 1861, but seven-are left 
on the Naval Register. Rear Admirals Schley and 
Sampson were both Masters on this vessel. Rear-Ad- 
mirals Merrill Miller and John J. Read were Midship- 
men, and Pay-Director Murray was the old-time pur- 
ser. I was a master’s mate on board, and after the 
pennant was hoisted, was appointed acting chaplain 
of the ship, which Jpattinn I held until I left her in 
the latter part of 1862. I found Lieutenant Kimberley 
at all times a great help. He was invariably the first 
to come to the divine services on Sundays and Wed- 
nesdays, and the last to leave. It was owing to his 
assistance that I was enabled to to a co - 
tion averaging four hundred. utenant Kimberley 
was a man of few words, but when he did speak, it was in 
such tones that no one dared to disobey. Captain Pow- 
ell recognized his sterling abilities, and gave him full au- 
thority to rum the ship, which he did in a seamanlike 
manner. His voice was clear as a silver bell, and its 
trumpet tones could be heard from the loftiest yard- 
arm amidst the heaviest gale that we ever encounte: 

it would take a very long time to relate the valuable 
services of the late Admiral on the various ships to which 
he was attached. In September of 1862 he was detached 
from the Potomac and ordered to the flag-ship Hartford 
under the renowned Farragut. The Admiral told me 
some yous afterwards, when I was dining with him in 
New York, that Lieutenant Kimberley was, without ex- 
ception, his highest ideal of an executive officer, and the 
best that he had ever sailed with. In the great battle at 
Mobile Bay, August 1864, it was Lieutenant-Commander 
\\imberley’s stern discipline in the training of the Hart- 
ford’s crew that enabled the Admiral to feel perfect con- 
fidence that his ship would do all that was expected of 
her while her executive officer trod her decks. 

The most eventful period in the history of Admiral 
Kimberley was when he was in command of the fleet at 
Samoa. Nearly all of his vessels were wrecked by the 
fierce hurricane, and the only ship that escaped was the 
iinglish sloop-of-war Calliope. Captain Kane, R. N., 
who was in command, was enabled, owing to the superior 
engines on board, to steam out of the harbor, making 
progress at the rate of about one knot an hour. The loss 
of his squadron was a terrible blow to the Admiral, from 
which, I am told, he never recove His heroic con- 
duct on that occasion ought to have received some sub- 
stantial recognition from the United States Government. 
The nation has never realized the great debt which it 
owes to the services of the late Rear Admiral Kimberley. 
Ile told me on several ocasions that the only reward that 
in officer of the United States Navy ought to look for 
was the consciousness of having performed his duty. He 
vas also strongly cnpened to ony mention being made in 
the newspapers of himself. e remarked once, when 
speaking to me on this subject, that while he was living 
he wanted his name kept out of the press, but that he did 
not care what was said about him after his death, good, 
bad or indifferent. 

I hope that some abler pen than mine will take up the 
story of the life of the late Rear Admiral, in order that 
t may serve as a brilliant example to the young officers 
of the new Navy.

VOLUNTEER VETERANS OF THREE WARS. 


The following circular letter has appeared, headed “The 
Volunteer of Three Wars,” and dated Dec. 20, 1901: 

“Sir: The officers of Volunteers in the Military Service 
of the United States in three wars respectfully request 
your attention to the position now occupied by that por- 
tion recently mustered out of service under the provisions 
of the Act of March 2, 1899. The records show that 
thirty-five persons served first in the Union Army in 
the War of the Rebellion, next in the war with Spain, and 
the last time in the Philippine Insurrection. se of- 
cers present equal claim as to the length of service in 
war, present physical condition, and desire for further 
service. Eleven officers have been commissioned in the 
Regular Army.

NO THIEVES WANTED. 


Commenting on the recent report that the judge of a 
criminal court in Cook County, Illinois, had suspend- 
ed sentence on a youth convicted of burglary on con- 
dition thgt he enlist in the Navy, Richard E. Delaney, 
recently stationed at Fort Adams, R. I., writes as follows: 
“If there is anything that the Army and Navy dread 
to enlist it is one suspected of being a thief, let alone 


a confirmed burglar. If there is anything that soldiers 
and sailors despise and dread more than anything in 
this world it is a thief. Nothing makes life more mis- 
erable-in the Army and Navy than a thief. The series 
of questions that a man going to enhst must answer is 
wal more to show his character than for any other 
reason. A man of good character in the Army or 
Navy will sooner obtain promotion than a college grad- 
uate with poor habits. A sailor thief on board a 
war ship of Uncle Sam in foreign waters, who was 
discovered to have stolen underclothes from his fellow 
soldiers, was first stripped naked and made to appear be- 
fore the whole crew of about five hundred men, in- 
cluding the officers. He was then dressed in the worst 
rags that could be found on board and a tag with the 
word ‘thief’ in large printed letters was pinned to his 
back. He was next landed at the nearest port, while 
a number of sailors armed with Krag-Jorgensen rifles 
were detailed to follow him ten miles out of town. A 
man on the Chicago who was in the U. S. Navy five years 
and who was a soldier in the EP aitigaine Islands as 
one of Captain Collin’s Scouts, 35th U. 8S. V., under 
General Grant, is authority for the above information. 
me should be done to every thief in the Army and 
avy. 

“One bad character alone in an organization is suffi- 
cient to spoil the reputation of the whole. The writer 
has been in the Army for three years and nine months 
and writes here from observation and experience. 
When a soldier is found guilty of stealing in the Army 
he gets into trouble but once, for the Army gets rid 
of him right there and then. ‘Chere is no worse place 
for a thief than the Army or Navy, for sooner or 
later he is found out and his punishment pays for the 
past.

THEORY OF A SHIP’S RESISTANCE. 


“Tubes With Sides and Without, in Ship Resistance,” 
by -Mr. Marston Niles, formerly of the Navy, appears 
in the Scientific American Supplement of Feb. 1. The 
object of the paper is to show that the equipressure doc- 
trine of fluid resistance cannot be brought into hydro- 
dynamics, except in hydraulics or in conditions purely 
theoretical. The equations of hydrostatics are based on 


the principles that the mutual action of two adjacent 
elements of fluid is normal to the surface which separates 
them, and the pressure is equal in all directions, and ex- 
periment has justified the assumption of these principles. 
The same assumptions are made in hydrodynamics, but as 
this article is intended to prove, they have not been justi- 
fied by experiment, and as has been said by Sir George 
Stokes, “The verification of our fundamental assumption 
in the case of a fluid at rest does not at all prove it to be 
true in the case of a fluid in motion, except in the very 
limited case of a fluid moving as a solid.’ 

The asumption of equipressure in fluid dynamics Mr. 
Niles believes to be “The unsuspected but potent sire 
of the whole set of monstrous misconceptions and nuga- 
tory or abortive calculations.” Equipressure in all di- 
rections is the fundamental principle of fluid non-motion, 
i. e., of hydrostatics. Non-equality among the pressures 
must in fact be reckoned the fundamental principle in 
the dynamics of a fluid in motion. 

It is suggested that in the matter of the course of fluid 
particles cleft by the bow of a boat, the theory of their 
motion has been affected by their apparent course to the 
eye, and is founded on an optical illusion. Depicted 
on the eye of a landsman stationed aboard the movi 
vessel, the particle appears to pass along a course whic 
is really the resultant of two motions; only one of which, 
however, belongs really to the particle; the other is only 
an appearance. While the bow is crowding the particle 
a distance westward, for example, the observer himself 
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is being carried a distance northward; and this widen- 
ing of the distance between him and the particle see 
to be the result of a movement of the particle to the 
southward, and thus he mistakes the curve, one of w 
components is his journey, for the genuine path of the 
particle. As a matter of fact the particle is actually 
pushed forward by the ship and instead of making a 
southwesterly course, will be found at a point north of 
that, having been sent seemingly farther forward than the 
ship’s side which furthered it. In all cases, the north- 
ward transportation of the particle will vary as the sine 
of half the bow-angle. 





THE ENGLISH SANITARY SERVICE. 


Capt. John Stewart Kulp, Med. Dept., U. 8. A., has 
made a report to the Surgeon General of the Army on “The 
Sanitary Service of the English Army,” which has been 
issued in pamphlet form from the press of the Associa- 
tion of Military Surgeons of the United States. Oaptain 
Kulp has made a thorough study of his subject and his 
pamphlet is of great value to those who are striving to im- 
prove the sanitary service of our own Army. Speaking 
of the field service of the Medical Department of the 
English Army he says: “Without Preparation for self- 
sustaining service in compelep a medical department is 
useless for war. It must able not only to take care of 
itself, but also to furnish the knowledge of soil, water, 
and habitation without which an sg inevitably becomes 
diseased. The English seem to realize this and divide 
their department into field service units comprising regi- 
mental detachments, bearer companies, field hospitals, hos- 
pital trains, hospital ships, staff units, and su de- 
pots.” Referring to the lessons which both Eng and 
the United States have learned by recent experience, 
Captain Kulp says: : 

“The War in South Africa has taught Wugland 
what it is h we have learned during our late war, 
namely the value of an organized medical de nt pos- 
sessing real authority in relation to all sub; 
the health of troops. An aggregation of regimental - 
cal services is not a medical department, and uniformity of 
material and administrative methods is of no greater im- 
portance, than is uniformity in the education of yp 
sonnel which is to handle them. The English are alive 
to the vital importance of the necessity for specialized 
training for their sanitary soldiers (commissioned as 
well as enlisted) and several officers expressed regret at a 
defect in their system, which seems to exist in our own 
as well, due to the lack of inducements for tment. 
The ‘better type of medical officer’ is conspicuous in the 
British service and there is every prospect that the rapid 
improvement which they have recently made will be con- 
tinued. The Royal Army Medical Corps is now on a 
strong military footing, its discipline is good, and it is 
attracting a better class of men than ever before, while 
the warrant and non-commissioned officers are sealous 
and ambitious. ‘Ihe designation of our non-commissioned 
officers as stewards and acting stewards seems to rather 
justiv furnish some ground for amusement, and their 
ack of side arms was a constant subject of remark.”

The New York Medical Journal of Feb. 8 discusses 
the report by Major L. M. Maus, surgeon, U. 8. A., on a 
new epizootic disease affecting horses in the Philippines, 
“calentura,” to which we referred recently. Major 
Maus as commissioner of public health described the dis- 
ease in the insular board of health’s monthly report for 
September, 1901, and further investigation of its nature 
is now being carried on. The disease appears to be very 
fatal to horses, but Major Maus does not think it con- 
tagious, although a spirillum is found in the bleod of 
animals affected.

No official intimation of the time or duration of the 
visit of Prince Henry of Prussia to the Naval Academy has 
been received by Superintendent Wainwright, but it is 
believed that he will reach there on Feb. 28, and that his 
visit will cover about three days. There will be a lun- 
cheon at the house of Superintendent Wainwright, but no 
more of the social features than are absolutely necessary, 
for it is recognized that Prince Henry has a surfeit of that 
kind of thing, but his tastes for things nautical will 
be gratified as far as possible and so far as the weather 
permits all the practical exercises which go into the 
training of the American naval officer will be exhibited 
to him. It is particularly wished that an opportunity 
may be had to exhibit the proficiency of the cadets in sea- 
manship, the use of ordnance and the handling of small 
boats. Just at present most of these exercises 
would be out of the question, owing to the ice that is in 
the harbor, but by the twenty-eighth it may have cleared 
away sufficiently to make them possible. The military 
features connected with the reception of the Prince will 
not be excessive. The entire force of cadets and the 
Marine guard, together with such officers and sailors as 
are at the Academy will be drawn up for inspection and 
such courtesies in the way of salutes as are prescribed 
by international usage will be given.

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“There is one thing we might do for the improvement 
at once of the Navy and the whole nation,” says a grad- 
uate of the Academy, John R. Spears, in his volume on 
the war with Spain. “We might make the Naval Academy 
free to all American boys who could pass the examination 
and would serve in the Navy before the mast, as need re- 
quired, a reasonable number of years. We might fill ev- 
ery petty office and post on board ship, man every ma- 
chine, as well as every gun, with graduates of our Naval 
Academy. If we retained the present course of instruc- 
tion—rather if we improved on it steadily—we should 
then have crews of a grade of intelligence and self-re- 
spect hitherto undreamed of. In leaving the Service, as 
the graduates, who failed to get commissions might do, 
they would carry with them a training that would make 
them superior citizens and we should soon have in them 
a naval reserve worthy of the name. We should remove 
absolutely the un-American barrier that now rises between 
the forecastle and the cabin.”

The headquarters, band, and Lieutenant Colonel of 
the 22d Infantry, together with one battalion of the regi- 
ment, when it arrives from the Philippines, will take sta- 
tion at Fort Crook, Neb.

Che memorandum filed by President Roosevelt in the 
ease of Rear Admiral W. 8S. Schley, U. 8S. N., and pub- 
lished this week in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, should 
be received by the Services and by the country as the final 
word in this case. It is to be hoped that Congress will 
now abandon the various bills before it which are designed 
to reverse official action in this case, and thus close the 
door on further discussion so far as they can. As for 
\dmiral Schley, he has had his day in court and should 
accept the verdict in the spirit of loyal subordination to 
authority. It will not help him to appeal to popular sen- 
timent to reverse the verdict. With a full understanding 
that there was a strong service sentiment against him, we 
have insisted that he should be judged only by the orderly 
methods of procedure, the maintenance of which is so es- 
sential to discipline that they should never be disregarded, 
no matter how urgent the provocation. It is not neces- 
sary for us to interpret the President’s memorandum. To 
understand its exact significance, it should be read in con- 
nection with the findings of the Court of Inquiry. It com- 
pletes the record which is now closed. It is a satisfaction 
for us to observe that the action of the President is in 
substantial accord with the position we have assumed in 
this matter.

A number of officers who have recently been appointed 
first and second lieutenants in the Regular Army, with 
previous volunteer service, and who are anxious to go 
above the officers of the Regular Army who have not had 
as long commissioned service, have made appeals to the 
War Departmert as well as to members of Congress, pro- 
testing against elleged injustice of the Act of 
Feb. 2, 1901. Recently the Secretary of War gave in- 
structions that these officers were to be informed that they 
were not required to accept the commissions under the 
Act of Feb. 2, 1901, but having done so they should ad- 
dress themselves to acquiring a knowledge of their duties 
rather than attempting to influence legislation in behalf 
of their further promotion. The matter has gone so far 
that some of the officers have even suggested that an en- 
tire re-arrangement of the Army Register should be made 

) every officer would occupy the position on the list ac- 
cording to the date of his original entry into the service. 

This question of relative rank has been a much mooted 
me from time immemorial. When Congress authorized 
the Army to be raised at the time war with France was 

anticipated in 1799, the matter of relative rank was then

In view of all these tangles of the past century, the 
War Department was very anxious that Congress should 
settle this matter while the original bill was under dis- 
cussion, and this having been done, all that is left for the 
War Department to do is to faithfully execute the law. 
This is being done without partiality, favor or affection. 
Strong protests have been received by the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs against the confirma- 
tion of the nominations of Major Frank F. Eastman, 
28th Inf., to be a commissary of subsistence with the 
rank of major, and Major and Commissary Robert L. 
Bullard to be a major of infantry, these officers hav- 
ing agreed upon an exchange, with the sanction of the 
War Department. The transfer of Major Bullard to 
the line would result in serious injury to his brother 
officers. He was promoted a captain and A. ©. 8. 
June 22, 1898, from a first lieutenant of infantry, and 
on April 1, 1901, was promoted to a majority. It is 
stated in the various protests received by the commit- 
tee that Major Eastman, who celebrates his forty- 
eighth birthday March 4, is physically incapacitated 
for much longer active service. By allowing Major 
Bullard, who is six years younger, having been born 
Jan. 15, 1860, to return to the infantry after serving 
in the staff and getting rapid promotion, he would jump 
about 175 officers who formerly ranked him and would 
be placed far above his classmates at West Point. 
The Secretary of War has been called upon for a re- 
port in the case. Major Bullard, who was graduated 
in 1885, is 110 numbers below Fred 8. Foltz, 2d Cayv., 
whom he now ranks, and he was No. 412 on the retired 
list of second lieutenants in 1886, when Foltz was 
No. 40. A letter from the Secretary on the subject ap- 
pears under our Army head. 


The Board of Construction of the Navy has recently 
made majority and minority reports on the important 
torpedo boat question and, as a result, the Secretary 
of the Navy will probably order that the sixteen tor- 
pedo boat destroyers under construction for the Gov- 
ernment be accepted, if they attain, in their official 
trials, a minimum speed of twenty-six knots. The ma- 
jority of the Board has recommended that all penalties 
accruing from delays in the completion of the boats be 
waived, and that Congress be asked to appropriate a 
sufficient amount to reimburse the contractors for half 
the sum spent by them in excess of the actual cost of 
the boats. jRear Admiral Bradford, constituting a 
minority of the Board, has reported against the reduc- 
tion of the requirements under which the boats shall be 
accepted. The minority report calls attention to the 
fact that when these boats were contracted for the 
bidders were cognizant of the requirements and ac- 
cepted the contracts. The reports of the board of 
officers, of which Naval Constructor Linnard was the 
President, and of which we have given a synopsis, were 
considered by the Board. 


The present indications are that the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs will make a favorable report on 
the nomination of William Crozier to be Chief of Ord- 
nance of the Army. Although the Committee has not 
taken up for consideration this week the matter of the 
nominations held back since before the recess, much 
outside investigating has been made by the individual 
members and a great change of opinion has taken place. 
It may be safely stated that a large majority of the 
members of the Committee are now in favor of making 
a favorable report in the case of General Crozier, and 
the chances are that all of the nominations will be con- 
sidered and finally acted upon next week. The Secre- 
tary of War has replied to the communication of the 
Committee, which forwarded the most recent arguments 
of Mr. Stickney, by a short letter in which he says that 
all of the points presented have been answered by the 
War Department except that in reference to the test 
of the Brown segmental gun, which, he says, were 
fully and well answered in the report of Major 
Whistler.

In conformity with instructions received this week 
from the President the Naval Board on Awards will 
withhold its final report, recommending the award of 
campaign medals to the officers and men of the North 
Atlantic fleet who took part in engagements in the 
waters of the West Indies, pending the further con- 
sideration of the claims of the officers and men of the 
auxiliary cruisers Yosemite and St. Paul. In its earlier 
report the Board made no mention of these ships and 
since that was submitted much influence has been 
brought to bear upon the President and Secretary of 
the Navy to have these ships credited as having taken 
part in engagements worthy of official recognition. The 
Yosemite was manned by the Naval Militia of Michigan, 
which consisted of members of some of the most promi- 
nent families of that State. 


Secretary Long has determined to appoint a board 
of naval officers, with a rear admiral as president, to 
consider the whole question of torpedo boats and de- 
stroyers; the alleged faulty construction; the delay in 
delivery, and to make recommendations, for transmis- 
sion to Congress for proper reimbursement to the con- 





tractors for losses sustained by them in the’ building 
of the sixteen destroyers. According to the estimates 
on file at the Navy Department. the contractors lost 
in the neighborhood of $100,000 on each of 

boats. It is not the intention of the Navy 





to reimburse them in full for these losses, but it is 
hoped that Congress will afford some relief. 

A general order is being prepared at the War De- 
partment which provides for the sending of more troops 
to the Division of the Philippines to take the place 
of the men whose terms of enlistment will expire within 
the next few months. It is understood that the order 
provides that the Second Battalion of the 11th Inf., now 
in Porto Rico, be sent to Manila and that the head- 
quarters, band and Second Battalion of the 10th Inf. 


be transferred from the Department of the Missouri 
to the Division of the Philippines. The latter organiza- 
tion will not start from San Francisco pending the ar- 
rival in this country of all of the 22d Inf. 


The promotion of Col. F. L. Guenther as Brigadier 
General, previous to his retirement for age on Feb. 22, 
is exceedingly gratifying to the Artillery arm of the Serv- 
ice. Colonel Guenther was born in New York, and was 
graduated from the Military Academy in July, 1859. He 
served with distinction throughout the war of the Rebel- 
lion and the Spanish War, and is now the senior colonel 
of the Army. He was brevetted four times, the last time 
as colonel, for gallant and meritorious services during the 
civil war. During the Spanish war he commanded thé 
Ist Division of the 24 Army Corps at Camp Alger, while 
holding the rank of Brigadier General of Volunteers.

The design of Lieut. Cleland Davis, of the Navy, for 
a horizontal base range finder has received a favor- 
able report from the Ordnance Board of the Army. 
The instrument consists essentially of a bar about fif- 
teen feet long pivoted upon a pedestal in the center, 
having at one end a fixed telescope at right angles to 
the bar, and at the other end a fixed telescope slightly 
inclined to the perpendicular.

Be it enacted, ete., that the Quarvermascter’s, Subsist- 
ence, and Pay Departments are hereby consolidated into. 
a Department of Suppiy, and ali the duties heretofore. 


assigned to the Quartermaster’s partment, the Sub-- 
sistence Depariment, and the Pay De t, by or 
pursuant to law, shall, be, and are hereby, d to 


the Department of Supply as herein constituted. There 
shall be, and are hereby, established in the Department of 
Supply four divisions to be known as the suppiy and con- 
struction division, the commissary division, finance: 
division, and the transportation division. 

The Department of Suppiy shail consist of a Chief ot 
the Department of Supply, with the pay and allow- 
ances of a major-general; the Quartermaster-General, 
the Commissary-General, the Paymaster-General, a. 
chief of the transportation division, all of whom shall 
have the rank, pay, and allowances of brigadier-generals; 
twelve colonels, seventeen lieutenant-coioneis, forty-nine 
majors, and one hundred and twelve captains. The Chief 
of the Department of Supply and four chiets of divisions 
herein provided for shall be appointed by the President,. 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, trom 
officers of the Army at large not (Note—This follows the 
reading of the House bili, the Senate bill reading ““Now 
below,’ probably by a printer’s error) below the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel, to serve for ods of four years. The: 
Quartermaster-General shall have charge of the division 
ot supply and construction, the Commissary-General shah 
have charge of the commissary division, the Paymaster- 
General shall have charge of the division of finance, and 
the chief of transportation shall have charge of the 
transportation division. 

Whenever a Chief of the Department of Supply or a. 
chief of division shall be appointed from any staff corps 
or department, or from the line of the Army, the vacancy 
created therein shall be filled as now directed by law; 
and whenever the said Chief of the Department of Sup- 
ply or chief of any division shall, upon completion of his 
tour of duty, return to the grade in which he held com- 
mission prior to his appointment, or to the grade to which 
he may ‘have in the meantime been appointed, and there 
be no vacancy in said grade for him, no further promo- 
tions shall be made to that grade until the number is re- 
duced to that fixed by law. 

Sec. 2. That officers of all other grades named in the 
preceding section shall be obtained by detail from the 
line of the Army in the manner provided for in section 26, 
of the Act approved February 2, 1901; Provided, That 
the officers now hoiding commissions as Quartermaster- 
General, Commissary General of Subsistence, and Pay- 
master General shall perform the duties of chief of the 
supply and construction division, commissary division, and 
finance division, respectively, during their continuance on 
the active list under their present commissions: And pro- 
vided, that so long as there remain in active service any 
officers holding permanent commissions in the Quarter- 
master’s Department, the Subsistence Department, and 
the Pay Department, as heretofore organized, they shall 
be promoted under the established rules of seniority up ta 
and including the grade of colonel on the lists as now ar- 
ranged for their respective departments. As soon as 
practicable after the passage of this Act, the officers now 
serving in the Quartermaster’s Department below the

Sec. 4. That the President is authorized to detail 
from the Aruy at large officers of the rank hereinafter 
named, who shall be designated the general staff corps 
and whose duties shall be to consider the military policy 
of the country and prepare comprehensive plans for the 
national defense and for the mobilization of the military 
forces in time of war; to consider and pepert upon all 
questions affecting the welfare and efficiency of the 
Army, including organization, methods of administration, 
armament, equipment, transportation, supplies, distribu- 
tion, mobilization, military preparation, plans of cam- 
paign, collection of military information, and such other 
professional matters as may be referred to them; to de- 
vise means for the co-operation of the military and naval

That the Secretary of War may cause to be 
sold at public sale, under regulations to be prescribed by 
him. such subsistence stores in good condition intended 
for issue or for sales to officers and enlisted men as may 
from time to time accumulate at any subsistence depot, 
military post, or in the field in excess of amounts re- 
quired for use, and which can not with economy and ad- 
vantage be shipped to other subsistence depots, posts, or 
places for military use, the proceeds to be immediately 
available for general disbursement, under the appropria- 
tion for subsistence of the Army current at the time of 
sale, for any of the objects contemplated by that appro- 
priation.

NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Manila dispatches indicate that the vigorous campaign 
instituted in the Batangas province of Luzon by Brig- 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. S. A., is rapidly approaching a 
successful conclusion. General Bell has swept the province 
from end to end, and those of the insurgents whom he 
has not killed or captured have fled to adjacent provinces. 
The increase of robber bands in the provinces of Tayabas 
and Cavite shows the effects of the measures adopted in 


Batangas and Laguna provinces. General Bell says the 
people of these latter districts never realized the terrors of 
war until they personally experienced its hardships, ow- 
ing to the closing of the ports and the concentration of 
the natives in the towns. He believes that the insurgent 
leader Malvar is becoming exceedingly unpopular with the 
Filipinos, and that when the natives cease to fear his ven- 
geance, many will be willing to betray him. 

Efforts are making to organize a branch of the society of 
the Sons of the Revolution in the Philippines. The pre- 
liminaries are in the hands of Lieut. Col. George G. 
Greenough, Art. Corps, U. S. A., Manila, with whom all 
members of the Association in the Philippines should com- 
municate. 

The U. S. A. transport Wright, which sank in fifteen 
feet of water in San Jacinto harbor on Nov. 28, after 
striking an unchartered rock, has been raised and taken to 
Cavite for repairs. There are six large holes in her bull. 

Judge William H. Taft, Governor of the Philippine Is|- 
ands, in continuation of his testimony before the Senate 
Committee on the Philippines on Feb. 17, offered the 
following outlines of the policy which he thinks best 
calculated to promote the interests of the Filipino people: 
“I think it would be well to reiterate, in a law, the rights 
set forth in the President’s instructions to the commission, 
which includes everything secured by the bill of rights, 
except the right to bear arms, and the right to trial by 
jury. I do not think that they are fit for trial by jury; 
and I do not think that they themselves would ask for 
the right to bear arms among a people in which ladronism 
is chronic. If it were wise to declare any policy I think 
it should be a declaration of the intention of the United 
States to hold those islands indefinitely until the le 
show themselves fit for self-government, when their rela- 
tions to the Lnited States (either of independence or of 
quasi independence) can be decided. They are neither 
able to maintain a stable national government, nor are 
they able to maintain a stab.e government, in a domestic 
point of view, stable enough to protect life and property. 
We have a hope that, with the imitative character of 
the people, with their real desire for improvement (shown 
especially by their anxiety to learn English and to be 
educated), we can carry out our experiment and justify 
our course, even though history has heretofore offered no 
example of the establishment of popular government with 
the Malay race.” 

Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th U. S. Cav., Chief of the 
Philippine Constabulary, has transmitted a report to the 
War Department, in which he estimates that within one 
year from the date of his report, Dec. 15, 1901, only 15,000 
United States troops will be needed in the islands. Cap- 
tain Allen believes that the present force of the native 
constabulary, 2,500 men, should be doubled, and his esti- 
mate of the cost of maintaining the full force of 5,000, 
including subsistence equipage, transportation and quar- 
ters, is $1,250,000 per year. He adds: “I make this 
statement after due consideration of thé conditions exist- 
ing here and with fairly good knowledge of the character 
of the inhabitants of these islands. I also recognize the 
race difficulties that must always arise between Caucas- 
ian and Malay and the want of confidence that is so 
generally manifested at this time by many Americans 
toward Filipinos. The general condition of the islands as 
regards pacification has never been so favorable as now. 
when the crumbling from the top is duly manifest. In 
my opinion the campaign passing in Batangas and La- 
guna, will be the coup de grace of the insurrection, and 
will prevent our trouble in the Philippinés from becoming 
chronic.” In Captain Allen’s summary of the work of 
the constabulary in a little more than four months it is 
shown that in fifteen engagements twenty outlaws have 
been killed, twenty wounded and 374 captured. 

During a recent fight in Tayabas province, island of 
Luzon, between a party of insurgents and a detachment 
of Philippine scouts commanded by Lieut. Allen Walker 
ten rebels, including two officers, were killed, one of 
them being an American named Winfrey, who was #8 
deserter from the 43d U. S. Infantry, and who bore a com- 
mission from the insurgents. 

Reports from the island of Samar state that consider- 
able numbers of balf-starved natives, who fled to the in- 
surgents, or at least left their homes when the Ameri- 
eans started their vigorous campaign, are to 
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their villages, where they are starting a campaign against 
any further native support being given to the insurgents. 

Governor Taft’s estimate of Aguinaldo, as submitted 
to the Senate Committee on the Philippines, is as fol- 
lows: “I think Aguinaldo is probably the best known 
name in the islands. That his personality is not _gener- 
ally known by his people I am very confident. The re- 
moval of the general impreSsion that he had some 
divine method of avoiding either injury or capture has 
yery much affected his prestige among the people. 
Aguinaldo is a man of dicnity; he 1s a man of limited 
education; be is a man who knows how to keep. his 
own counsel (which is not a widesnread trait with 
Filipinos), and he is a man who understands the feel- 
ings Of the educated Filipinos and has the power of 
reconciling leaders who are jealous of each other, and 
of avoiding jealousy himself. That ne has any iuea of 
civil Hbetty of any kind of liberty I have no reason 
to think. e have proceeded without regard to Aguin- 
aldo. He is a prisoner, with much freedom to go about 
where he desires, but he has never availed himself of 
the privilege.” 

The harbor traffic at Manila, which is now largely 
monopolized by German and British firms, is about to 
pe revolutionized by American euterprise. A_ vessel 
now loading at New York will take to Manila a carvo 
including several steam -barges and lighters, a modern 
machine shop, a complete wrecking outfit and a dry 
dock for small boats. With these it is the purpose of 
the promoters of the enterprise to institute great im- 
provements in harbor traffic at Manila and thus in- 
qrease the commercial faci..vies of the port. The pro- 
ject is directed by the Philippine Transportation and 
Construction Company. 

The truce between the American forces and the insur- 
gents in Cavite province expired at midnight on Feb. 18. 
On that day 80 rebels surrendered, while about 400 oth- 
ers, most of whom had been driven out of Batangas and 
Lazuna by the active operations of Brig. Gen. J. Franklin 
Rell, U. S. A., fled to the hills, but they have little 
chance of escape. The native constabulary, together with 
the SO rebels who surrendered on the 18th, all under com- 
mand of Governor Trias, himself a former insurgent gen- 
eral, are in pursuit of the fugitives, and hope to force 
into a general engagement. 

Captain Charles D. Rhodes, 6th Cavalry, U. S. A., re- 
ceived at Bauan on Feb. 18 the surrender of what is be- 
lieved to have been the largest single body of insurgents 
operating in Batangas province. This surrender was the 
result of a relentless campaign conducted by Captain 
Rhodes extending over a period of three weeks, during 
which the enemy were kept constantly in motion in a 
region where few supplies were ovotainable. The surrender 
includes the insurgent Major Amoranto, two captains, six 
lieutenants and 98 enlisted insurrectos. together with five 
revolvers, 66 rifles and 2,000 rounds of ammunition.

He leaves a wife and one child. He served 1 
the Civil War and in 1869 enlisted in Company E, 
Fifth Battalion. He rose rapidly in rank and was thé 
last colonel of the old Sixth Regiment, and the first 
of the new Third. He was commissioned December 
15, 1899, Brigadier General of the Second. Brigade.

THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


The President has approved and signed the Urgent 
Deficiency bill, H. R. 9315. 

The Senate has agreed to a resolution asking the Sec. 
retary of War what railroads are being built in Cuba, 
by whom, and under what law; also whether any per. 
mission has been given the military authorities of the 
United States in Cuba to build railroads. 

The Senate has passed S. 65, for the retirement of petty 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy, which provides that 
in computing the necessary thirty years’ time for the re- 
tirement of petty officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
all service in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps shal! be 
credited. Also S. 305, directing the erection of a monb- 
ment to mark the site of the Fort Phil Kearny massacre, 

The Senate has passed S. 640, extending the provisions 
of “An act granting oa to survivors of the Indian 
wars of 1832 to 1842,” etc., approved July 27, 1892, to 
the surviving officers and enlisted men, including Marines, 
Militia, and Volunteers of the Military and Naval Serv. 
ice of the United States who served for thirty days or 
more and were honorably discharged in the various other 
Indian Wars from 1817 to 1856. 

The Senate has passed S. 1099, authorizing the Sec. 
retary of the Navy to give to Harvard Ushiversity the 
6-pounder Nordenfeldt gun, the set of colors, including 
ensign, jack and pennant, and the silver loving cup 
= neta by Harvard graduates to the auxiliary cruiser 
farvard at the opening of the war with Spain, provided, 
however, that the gun shall be returned, in like order as 
when received, to the Government at any time when it 
may be required for usé. 

The Senate has passed S. 1453, authorizing the ap- 
pointment and retirement of William B. Franklin with 
the rank of colonel. Mr. Hawley stated that -“the old 
gentleman is 80 years old, very feeble, reduced in means, 
and has a splendid record.” 

The Senate has passed 8. 1563, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint iltiam H. Crawford, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., as assistant engineer, with rank of lieutenant, junior 
grade, on the retired list of the Navy, as for disabilities 
incurred in the line of duty, to take effect upon the date 
of appointment. Also S. 3357, to authorize Lieut. Comdr. 
Asher C. Baker, U. 8. N.; Frank W. Clarke, curator, 
United States National Museum, and others, to accept 
decorations tendered to them by the Government of the 
French Republic. 

The Senate on Feb. 17 passed H. R. 9312, granting 
$50 per month to the widow of Brig. Gen. Samuel T. 
Cushing, U. 8S. A., and reconsidered and indefinitely 
postponed the Senate bill, S. 9502, which is identical 
with it. 

The Senate on Feb. 14 passed bills gfanting the 
following pensions: $30 per month to the widow of 
Capt. Frederick M. Lynde, Ist U. S. Inf.: $15 to the wid- 
ow of Acting Ensign Thomas 8.

The Committee 
has also reported favorably the Senate bill giving author- 
ity to the Association of Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions to erect buildings on military reservations. 

Mr. Teller has introduced in the Senate and had 
printed in the Record General RBell’s proclamation, the 
so-called “Reconcentration Order.” Mr. Teller remarked 
that “If such an order is necessary or is justified, the 
condition over there is enough to make any American 
heart bleed.” . 

Mr. Gallinger has presented to the Senate a brief 
paper on the social features of the t exchange with 
copies of the British regulations, which will be printed as 
a document. 

The House has passed S. 88, which in substance av- 
thorizes the Quartermaster General to investigate and 
under certain conditions to pay, subject to the ap 
proval of the Secretary of War, the claims of officers 
and men of the Lee’s and Johnston’s armies for private 
property, consisting of horses, bridles and saddles taken 
from them by the regular officers of the United States 
after the surrender in violation of the terms of surrender.

WHEN AUGUSTIN LEFT. 


Following is the translation of a despatch appearing in 
the New York Staats-Zeitung of February 18. 

Berlin, Feb. 17.—In this period of clearing up of what 
are regarded as the misconceptions abroad in the United 
States respecting the role played by Germany in 1898, the 
Foreign Office takes cognizance of the assertions in the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL that General Augustin, Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines, before the capture of 
Manila, secretly embarked on the German cruiser Kais- 
erin Augusta. 

The Foreign Office says: _ 

“General Augustin was not taken from Manila 
secretly, or with the connivance of the Germans. But 
Admiral von Diedrichs, with the permission of Admiral 
Dewey. which was expressly asked for and cheerfully 
granted, publicly took General Augustin aboard the Ger- 
man cruiser Deutschland, which was carrying the mails 
to Hongkong.” 

Our article merely quoted the statement of a well-in- 
formed officer who was present in Manila at the time of 
the incident referred to. According to careful inquiry 
at Washington, and the best information at the Navy 
Department, as to the circumstances attending the de-

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CONSOLIDATING SUPPLY DEPARTMENTS. 

Admitting the desirability of consolidating the Quar- 
termaster’s, Subsistence, and Pay Departments the Haw- 
ley bill, S. 3917, seems to be well conceived for that 
purpose. It secures unity of action among these three 
departments not by merging them, but by bringing them 
together under one head, without otherwise disturbing 
the existing status of the permanent officers of that 
corps. Indeed, it increases their chance of promotion. 

There are now in these three supply departments three 
brigadier-generals, eight colonels, sixteen lieutenant col- 
onels, forty-two majors and thirty-nine captains. Under 
the new establishment there will be a major-general, four 
brigadiers, twelve colonels,, seventeen lieutenant colonels, 
forty-nine majors and one hundred and twelve captains. 
In the general staff corps provided for in the same bill 
there will be one major general, one brigadier, four col- 
onels, six lieutenant-colonels, twelve majors, and twelve 
captains. From this number will ultimately be deducted 
a brigadier general, three colonels, three lieutenant colon- 
els, and three majors by the abolition of the inspectors 
general. In the end there will be a total net increase in 
the staff corps of two major generals, one brigadier, five 
colonels, six lieutenant colonels, sixteen majors and 
eighty-five captains. 

As to the supply departments consolidated the bill is not 
a general condemnation of the present system, because it 
is fully recognized that the work performed by the various 
staff departments has justified the statement that the 
system could not have been wholly wrong where so much 
good has been accomplished. It is believed, however, 
that discussion in Congress will show the advantages 
to follow the concentration of the work of these bureaus 
under one chief. Of course, there w... be many items 
connected with the equity rights of officers who now 
hold commissions in those departments, but it is intended 
to guard their interest so as not to leave any more cause 
for grievance than is absoluttely necessary to accomplish 
the purpose in view. 

The change in the departments conso..uated will come 
when the officers now holding permanent appointments in 
them shall have finally given place to officers detailed from 
the line. We shall then have a staff service organized on 
the plan of that of the German Army of which Von 
Moltke said, as reported by General Sherman, “We never 
separate an officer from troops except by way of detail. 
He goes back to his troops again as soon as the special 
service is ended. No officer is ever permanently out of 
the line of the Army.” 

“In other words,” adds General Sherman, “every staff 
officer is required, for a considerable period of his life, 
to serve with soldiers. In our Army an Ordnance or En- 
gineer officer knows no more about commanding soldiers, 
and of the conduct of the men wlio carry the muskets, 
than any other well-educated gentlemen. All officers of the 
Army in their own interest should know what a soldier 
can do in order to know what works of offense and de- 
fense are proper.” 

It will be observed that the present bill avoids the mis- 
take in previous propositions for consolidating the sup- 
ply departments by keeping their duties separate in 
different divisions, each having its distinct organization 
and personnel. The proposition to consolidate the Quar- 
termaster’s and Subsistence departments, so that they 
should altogether lose their separate identities, has here- 
tofore been debated, and the prevailing sentiment in the 
Army has been against such a consolidation. In 1869 
only four officers or ex-officers favored it; in 1876 twenty 
were in favor of it and thirty-five opposed. he form of 
inquiry then was as to the practicability of consolidation 
rather than as to its advisability. 

In a report on Army staff organization presented to 
Congress, Feb. 2, 1873, Mr. Coburn, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, said: “The committee are well satisfied that many, 
and, indeed, the most of the duties of the Quartermaster’s 
and Commissary, and some of the Ordnance Department, 
are akin to each other, and that the same officer could or- 
dinarily discharge such duties at the same time. For in- 
stance, the purchasing, caring for and transporting arms, 
stores of various kinds, and the accounting therefor, re- 
quire skill and ability of a like character in each de- 
partment; the care, custody, and disbursing of public 
funds, with the accounts, to be kept of them, are of the 
same general character in the Quartermaster’s Commis- 
sary, Ordnance, and Pay Departments. The first three 
departments have many points in common, and yet are 
sufficiently diverse to justify their separation when great 
emergencies require a sudden and important effort from 
each. At such a time it would seem that the duties 
of any one of these departments are sufficient for the 
officers assigned to their discharge. To consolidate them 
in peace would but require their separation in war in ef- 
fect if not in name. The duties to be performed under 
a single great department of supply, embracing these 
three, would be classified and arranged at last to fall 
into different hands, and, whatever might ,me their ap- 
pellation, could hardly be better disposed of than at 

present. 


“While in time of peace the number of officers and 


their clerks would be somewhat decreased, on the other 
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hand, in time of war it would not be materially reduced, 
and it is very questionable whether the efficiency of one 
head for the three departments would be as great with 
the vastly increased responsibility thus thrown upon him. 
The danger would be that the overburdened department, 
would, at the very time when its efforts were most needed 
sink beneath the load. And this is the point which at no 
time should be overlooked.” The present bill is not open to 
the objection urged against consolidation in the reports 
we quote from. 





The second proposition in the present bill is the creation 
of a general staff corps. It is obviously necessary to have 
both in the Army and Navy a body of officers trained to 
their business to consider the military policy of the 
country and prepare comprehensive plans for defense. 
The mobilization of troops and similar operations re- 
quire more time and consideration than it is possible 
for officers to give who are burdened with the current 
official work of the War and Navy Departments. The 
creation of this general staff corps does not give any in- 
crease of officers in the Army as a whole, as it is to be 
provided for by details from the Army at large. 
In connection, however, with the organization of a 
general staff, the business system of the Department 
which now operates through two channels with the Sec- 
retary of War, and the General of the Army, will be 
brought together so that the operations of the General 
Staff will be conducted through the Secretary of War, and 
the General of the Army will be assigne. to duty as Chief 
of the General Staff. As we have recently had occasion 
to show, the effort to conduct the business of the Army 
with two heads, the Secretary of War, and the Command- 
ing general of the Army, has always proved a very serious 
embarrassment. Every Commanding General has encount- 
ered similar obstacles, for they are inseparable from so 
unbusiness-like an arrangement, to those which have 
operated during and since the War with Spain. 

No Commanding General has ever been found willing 
to confine himself within the narrow limits fixed for him 
and to submit quietly to the rule of staff departments 
wholly beyond his control, and there has been a great diffi- 
culty in fixing the responsibility which a Commanding 
General should be able to exact when this responsibility 
has been divided between independent chiefs. General 
Scott was the first victim of War Department usurpation 
when the imperious Jefferson Davis was Secretary of War 
The acrimonious discussions of that time, due to the un- 
warrantable encroachments of the Secretary, fill several 
hundred pages of executive documents. Secretary Floyd, 
who was in the War Department at the time of the out- 
break of the Rebe::ion, was an apt pupil of Davis, and it 
is not difficult to find a reason for this assertion of the 
paramount authority of the Secretary in the subsequent 
participation of these two gentlemen in the effort to divide 
the country. 

Commenting on this condition of things in 1876, James 
A. Garfield, then a member of Congress and subsequently 
President of the United States, said: 

“This evil example (that of Davis) had become firmly 
rooted in custom when our late war broke out; and wuen 
our armies were organized in 1861 that unity of com- 
mand, which is so indispensable to success did not exist. 
The vicious svstem could not be changed in a moment 
and the country paid dearly in blood and treasure for a 
system indefensible in peace but ruinous in war. * * Re- 
form had been made difficult by long habit and by the fact 
that Congress, from time to time, had passed special acts 
prescribing special duties to the Secretary of War, which 
seemed to warrant his continued usurpation of the func- 
tions of military command. * * * The functions of the 
Secretary of War should be defined and limited, and Con- 
gress itself should respect the discipline of the Army, by 
addressing its laws, not as now, to the chiefs of bureaus 
and staff departments, but to the President or the Secre- 
tary of War.” 

We have had a more recent example of the condition of 
things described by General Garfield and it is hoped that 
the present bill will do something to correct it, though 
it is not to be assumed that a general staff will afford a 
panacea for all evils. In the matter of the accumula- 
tion and transportation of supplies at least it should be 
able to bring about a beneficial change, having authority, 
as it will, to arrange the details for a commanding gen- 
eral and to determine in advance the character and 
the quantity of supplies to be provided for a given occa- 
sion, so as to divide the transportation in such a way that 
complete rations can go with other supplies and ammuni- 
tion in quantities bearing some ratio to the needs of 
troops. During our war with Spain the utmost confusion 
prevailed in these matters, and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of war material was destroyed because it was 
sent where it was not wanted and there was no means 
of transporting it where it was needed. 

Doubtless the ideal system for a general staff is to have 
it placed under the immediate direction of the Com- 
mander in Chief and head of the State, as in the case in 
Germany, but this is not practicable in this country which 
has thus far failed to realize the fact that, as all great 
states have been founded by statesmen who were also sol- 
diers, so they must preserve their integrity through 
the recognition of the military arm. This bill properly 
follows the analogy of Russia, France, England, Italy, 
and Austria, where the general staff is subordinate to the 
Secretary of War. 

An excellent feature of this Hawley bill, which is a War 
Department measure, is that providing for the promotion 
of non- issioned officers. It promises to secure the 
very best men for promotion from the ranks, giving 
due weight to the aptitude for command and the ability to

which the capacity to cram is an important feature. 

This bill also affords an opportunity to correct the 
injustice done to Artillery officers by delaying their pro. 
motion and there are other features in the concluding 
sections of importance, but which do not affect the per- 
sonnel of the Service. Altogether it is a good bill and we 
hope that it will speedily become a law, now that it has 
been definitely determined that the system of detail is to 
be followed in organizing our staff departments. If the 
bill becomes a law the Inspector General’s Department 
will disappear as soon as the last of the inspector gen- 
erals holding permanent commissions shall have died 
or been retired, which will be not later than 1922. The 
officers at present on detai] in the Inspector General’s 
Department are to be returned to the line. The most 
striking comment on the importance of a separate depart- 
ment of inspectors general is the action of the officers who 
abandoned the department during the Spanish war to seek 
more distinguished, or more congenial, services in com- 
mand of troops, thus seriously crippling it at a critica] 
time. 





LIQUID FUEL FOR NAVAL PURPOSES. 
About the close of the civil war, and just after the dis- 
covery of the oil fields in Pennsylvania, the Navy De 
partment commenced to give consideration to the ques- 


. tion of using oil as a fuel for naval purposes. Even as 


early as 1866, under the direction of Commodore Isher- 
wood, who was then Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering, experiments were conducted at the New York 
Navy Yard. These experiments were not desultory, but 
continued over a long period, between the years 1866 and 
1875, and a conservative estimate of the expense incurted 
by various patentees in attempting to burn the liquid fuel 
would considerably exceed $250,000. This amount takes 
no account of the numerous experiments that were con- 
ducted by private parties elsewhere. 

In 1879, 1880 and 1881 extended tests were again con- 
ducted at the New York Navy Yard under the direction of 
the Engineering Experimental Board as to the best means 
of utilizing liquid fuel for warships with - practically 
the same result as in 1866. It was found that the prac- 
tical evaporative efficiency of u pound of liquid fuel was 
about 1 1-2 times that of a good quality of coal. From 
one-half to one pound of water was reouired per nound 
of liquid fuel to atomize this combustible. There were 
dozens of forms of burners which would work elficiently 
for a time, but none of them could be depended upon 
with certainty for any lengthy period. In fact, there 
was no trouble to burn some and even considerable 
oil. No patentee; however, was ever able to 
obtain the volume of evaporation from oil out 
of asingle boiler that could be secured by  burn- 
ing coal under forced draft. The existing tyne 
of boiler with contracted furnace would simply not per- 
mit the complete combustion of sufficient coal to evap- 
orate large quantities of water. If an additional boiler 
was connected in battery and thereby increased grate 
surface secured, the volume of evaporation would be 
increased. Unfortunately, however, the space allotted 
boilers on board a warship is limited. In designing a 
modern warship it is expected that at least double the 
amouut of coal can be burned by forced draft that can 
be secured by natural draft. If the volume of evapo- 
ration secured from oil does not equal that which can 
be secured from coal under forced draft, then liquid 
fuel is not as valuable a combustible for naval purposes 
as coal. 

For the past twenty years the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering of the Navy Department at intervals has con- 
ducted other tests. The different inventors have been 
permitted to make their own installations; to manage and 
conduct their own tests, and, in fact, to select their own 
conditions. 

The U. S. Navy Department was therefore the first 
naval organization to make extended tests as to the adap- 
tability of liquid fuel for naval purposes. Only about 
three years ago the U. S. torpedo boat Talbot was fitted 
with an apparatus for burning crude petroleum. The 
same unsatisfactory result was secured—and that is, it 
was not possible under the existing conditions to burn 
as much fuel as was desired. 

While the Navy Department has been conducting tests, 
a host of inventors in this country have been making 
experiments also. Hundreds, if not thousands, of special 
forms of burners have been invented. In the oil districts 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, and California, hundreds of forms 
of burners have been tried that have never been patented. 

Where the work is light and the furnaces large, oil has 
been burnt. For commercial purposes liquid fuel has been 
commercially successful in certain districts, but careful in- 
vestigation shows that the amount consumed per square 
foot of heating surface is very low. Liquid fuel was used 
at the Chicago Exposition as well as at the California 
Mid-Winter Fair, but at both these places an unlimited 
amount of fresh water was at hand and a very large 
amount of boiler installation was put in use. On board 
the warship the amount of fresh water available for atom- 
izing the oil will always be limited. At the Chicago Ex- 
position the authorities had Lake Michigan to draw upon 
for fresh water, and therefore the question of fresh water 
did not enter into consideration in the installation of that 
plant. 

It has been proposed to spray the oil by means of an 
air jet, but powerful and bulky compressors are needed 
for such an installation. The disadvantage of weight 
and space occupied has heretofore prevented the use of 
compressors on board war vessels.

The action of Admiral Melville in requesting that the 
subject be again taken up will create considerable interest 
in naval circles both at home and abroad. It is well 
known that the Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy believes 
that special attention should be given to the character of 
the furnace in which it is attempted to burn what should 
be an incomparable fuel. With the advent of the water 
tubular boiler, where it is ible to secure any h t of 
furnace above the grate, Admiral Melville is ex ngly 
hopeful of getting better practial results than have here- 
tofore been obtained. It is in this direction it is said that 
be will make extensive changes from what has been at- 
tempted heretofore. As petroleum compounds contain the 
heat units necessary to produce rapid combustion, the 
Admiral’s contention that we should look in the direction 
of a new steam generator is well founded. 

It is understood that the Secretary of the Navy also 
takes great interest in the projected experiments, and that 
in every way possible the Department will give assistance 
to the successful conduct of these oil tests. 

The Bureau of Steam Engineering is going into these 
tests very advisedly. The co-operation of outside parties 
can be confidently expected when it is once understood 
that Admiral Melville intends to commence the investi- 
gation without any preconceived prejudices as to the value 
of the fuel. 

There are special reasons why this question should be 
investigated by the Navy Department to-day. The great 
bulk the Texas supply is near a deep water harbor 
and can be pum at trifling expense into the holds of the 
oil shins. As the Texas oi] has not much value as an il- 
lumina it will not be possible, since there seems an 
unlimited supply, for the producers ever to maintain a 
high price for the fuel as a combustible. 

lf any measure of success is found by Admiral Melville 
in burning the oil, then it is understood that he will ask 
for the continuance of experiments. The action of the 
Navy Department in undertaking this work is being very 
favorably efdorsed throughout the entire country. If li- 
quid fuel can be burnt successfully, then our Navy ought 
to possess a great strategic advantage over other naval 
powers. The harbor of New York is within comparative 
easy reach of the Pennsylvania oil fields, the -~ern 
County oil fields of California are not far distant from a 
deep water harbor on the Pacific, and the Texas product 
is within 100 miles of several excellent Gulf ports. 

The broad-minded sanity and sound professional 
judgment of Admiral Melville wili commend them- 
selves to naval experts in his contention tnat 
commercial suecess has not heretofore been secured 
because attention was n.t_ given to the  char- 
acter of the furnace as well as the quality of the fuel in 
the solution of this question. In commencing practically 
new experiments the projected series of tests are placed 
upon an entirely different plane from any heretofore con- 
ducted either at home or abroad. It can be expected that 
there will be a thoroughness to the investigation of this 
question, and it is to be hoped that before closing his offi- 
cial naval career in the Service, Admiral Melville will give 
to the Navy a design of steam generator that will per- 
mit our warships not only to burn liquid fuel, but to burn 
sufficient quantities of the product to secure a greater 
volume of evaporation than has ever been obtained from 
the best steaming coal under the highest maximum draft 
maintained in the fire rooms of a warship. 
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REAR ADMIRAL MELVILLE’S STATEMENT. 


Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, U. S. Navy, has explained in a 
hearing before the House Committee on Naval Affairs the 
vrounds upon which he bases his estimates of appropria- 
tions required for the work of his Bureau for the coming 
year. He states that it is his general policy to expend the 
money at his disposal equitably, month by month, so as to 
keep the work in progress throughout the year. To do 
this it is necessary to lay off considerable numbers of men 
for several days at a time at occasional intervals during 
the year to avoid dscharging competent men, thus main- 
taining the average of efficiency. The money is apportioned 
i1mong the various yards, the work is divided among 
them in the same manner and expenditures are made per 
month, instead of per year in order to avoid deficiencies. 

The increase in the appropriations recommended for the 
arious branches of Admiral Melville’s Bureau, he says, 
s necessary simply because the amount of work to be 
lone has increased. “If we find that our money will not 
hold out,” the Admiral continues, “we suspend a whole 
shop for three days at a time, and in that way a certain 
imount of money is saved for the time being. We thus 
manage to keep in a state of preparation, but we do not 
d~ all the work. We should have sufficient money to pre- 
vent the discharge of desirable and competent men who 
cannot afford to work in this manner. Funds should al- 
ways be available for exigencies, for there is no telling 
where it may be necessary to hurriedly put ships in com- 
mission.” 

Concerning the estimate of $100,000 for machinery 
plant and machinery tools at the Navy Yard at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Admiral Melville declares that the best 
interests of the Navy would be subserved .y appropriat- 
ing the money as soon as possible in order that the shops 
may be placed in condition for emergency work. He 
entertains the same view regarding the estimates for the 
machinery plants at League Island, Norfolk and Mare 
Island. 

With regard to the Nave Yard on Puget Sound, Ad- 
miral Melville holds that it should be put in first class 
condition in every respect. The machine shop is be- 
ing completed under the present appropriation, and $125,- 
000 is needed for a machinery plant. “From a strategic 
point of view,” says the Admiral, “I think the Puget 
Sound Yard is the most important on the Pacific Coast. 
It is near Alaska, it is quite close to the English Weeat. 
sions and the British have a big naval station at ui- 
mault, It is well in from the sea, there is deep water 
in all directions and it is easily defended. For some 
time to come it will probably be necessary to keep the 
largest number of our warships on_ the fic Ocean.

The Experimental Station is 
to be an educational institution, an experimental educa- 
tional station for the Academy. “The grandest thing of 
the kind in the world, to my mind,” he said, “is the educa- 
tional station at Charlottenberg, Germany, One reason 
why the Germans are to-day outstripping the United 
States and Great Britain and France is because of their 
experimental station at Charlottenberg, where they 
make experiments on oil, coal, strength of ma- 
terials and all that sort of thing. They never 
make experiments except under the supervision of ex- 
perts. Everything is worked out scientifically and per- 
fectly beforehand, and that is why Germany has come to 
the front. LKverything is tested in this station, and 
worked out and placed on the ships afterward. 

Admiral Melville states that since the of the 
personel bill the number of line officers detailed as engi- 
neering instructors has increased, but that more engi- 
neering instruction must be given. “My idea,” he contin- 
ues, “is to make the Naval Academy an engineering 
school which will turn out as capable engineers as .they 
do at the Institute of Technology, Cornell University or 
Stevens Institute. We have several institutions in the 
country that are now turning out better engineers than 
the Naval Academy. This is because those institutions 
have a more modern engineering plant, are better equipped 
in the matter of shops, and more instructors.’ The es 
lishment of the engineering experimental station at the 
Naval Academy will increase engineering prestige and do 
much in improving the engineering curriculum.” 

It is explained by Admiral .uelville that the $250,000 
now sought for will pay for the construction of the 
building for the Experimental Station and that the 
$150,000 required tor the installation of tools can be 
included in next year’s bill or in that of the year to fol- 
low. He adds that the Secretary of the Navy is in favor 
of the project and that Superintendent Wainwright of the 
Naval Academy declares that if necessary he would rob 
the other installations in order to put the required 
tools into the Experimental Station. “The only thing 
I will do after the station is established,” the Admiral 
continues, “will be to detail engineer officers to go there 
and extend the scope and character of the engineerin 
instruction, and to conduct the important tests whic 
I hope to have made there. I have asked the Secretary 
to let me do this. I deem this engineering experimental 
laboratory of so much importance to naval engineering 
efficiency in the future, that technical instruction at the 
Naval Academy will in part be discredited if you fail to 
appropriate suffiicent funds for this special object. I fa- 
vor the Charlottenberg station in general as a model, but 
we shall adapt it to our own needs. ‘ine proposed estab- 
lishment I consider absolutely necessary to carry out the 
purpose and spirit of the personnel law. One of the car- 
dinal requirements of that law is that the future naval 
officer shall be a fighting engineer, and the engineering 
experimental station is necessary to carry out this pur- 
pose. The Committee should understand that marine en- 
gineering work cannot be done by those not specially 
trained to the task. Any attempt to have this work done 
by ordinary machinists will result in inefficiency if not 
peril to the motive power of our warships.” 

After deducting the sums available under existing ap- 
propriations from the estimates required for the bureaus 
of Steam Engineering and Construction and Repair the 
approproation required for those bureaus for the fiscal 
year 1902-3 are estimated at $17,303,010.

ENGLAND'S MILITARY APATHY. 


The passionate note of alarm sounded to British ears by 
Kipling im his latest poem would have met with a readier 
response two years ago, the Army and Navy Gazette be- 
lieves. At that time the public was passing through one 
of those periods of panic when it was thoroughly aroused 
to the dangers that threatened, and such an appeal as 
“The Islanders” might have been used to put British mili- 
tary institutions on a thoroughly sound footing. The blaze 
has now burnt out, and pressing problems are neglected in 
the apathy which has supervened. Where Army reform 
once filled every newspaper, and was declaimed on every 
platform, it has now dropped into seeming oblivion, “The 
war still goes on,” says the Gazette, “the sweepings of the 
streets are still enrolled as food for powder; the home 
garrison is still bolstered up by every specious contrivance 
to replace the Kegular troops, recruiting languishes, al- 
though the call for fresh men must soon be i enor- 
mously to fill inevitable gaps after the war. The situa- 
tion has deteriorated, not improved; and yet there is no 
more talk about Army Reform. It yields in importance 
to such burning questions as the style of dress to worn 
at the Coronation, or a Bacon or Shakspeare controversy. 
Nothing has been done to really remedy shortcomings, to 
remove undoubted blots, and put our military system on 
a new footing. The hollowness of the scheme, brought in 
with so much flourish by the Secretary of State for War, 
is now generally admitted ; failure has now marked it for 
its own.” 

It may be argued that the 200,000 men, of one kind 
or another, in the field are surely enough. But not one- 
fourth, it is pointed out, are actually in the figh line.

MEMORANDUM BY THE PRESIDENT. 


; White House, Feb. 18, 1902. 

I have received the appeal of Admiral Schley and the 

answer thereto from the Navy Department. I have ex- 
amined both with the utmost care, as- well as the pre- 
ceding appeal to the Secretary of the Navy. I have read 
through all the testimony taken before the Court and 
the statements of the counsel for Admirals Sampson 
and Schley; have examined all the official reports of ev- 
ery kind in reference to the Santiago naval campaign, 
copies of the logbooks and signal books, and the testi- 
mony before the Court of Claims, and have also person- 
ally had before me the four surviving captains of the 
five ships, aside from those of the two admirals, which 
were actively engaged at Santiago. 
_ at appears that the Court of Inquiry was unanimous 
in its findings of fact and unanimous in its expres- 
sions of opinion on most of its findings of fact. No ap- 
peal is made to me from the verdict of the Court 
on these points where it was unanimous. I have, how- 
ever, gone carefully over the evidence on these points 
also. I am satisfied that on the whole the Court did 
substantial justice. It should have specifically condemned 
the failure to enforce an efficient night blockade at Santiago 
while Admiral Schley was in command. On the other 
hand, I feel that tuere is a reasonable doubt whether he 
did not move his squadron with sufficient expedition 
from port to port. The Court is a unit in condemning 
Admiral Schley’s action on the point where it seems to 
me he most gravely erred; his “retrograde movement” 
when he abandoned the blockade, and his disobedience of 
orders and misstatement of facts in relation thereto. It 
should be remembered, however, that the majority of these 
actions which the Court censures occurred five weeks 
or more before the fight itself; and it certainly seems 
that if Admiral Schley’s actions were censurable he 
should not have been left as second in command under 
Admiral Sampson. His offenses were in effect condoned 
when he was not called to account for them. Admiral 
Sampson, after the fight, in an official letter to the De- 
partment alluded for the first time to Admiral Schley’s 
“reprehensible conduct” six weeks previously. If Ad- 
miral Schley was guilty of reprehensible conduct of a kind 
which called for such notice from Admiral Sampson, then 
Admiral Sampson ought not to have left him as senior of- 
ficer of the blockading squadron on the 3d of July, when 
he (Sampson) steamed away on his proper errand of com- 
munication with General Shafter. 

We can therefore for our present purposes dismiss 
consideration of so much of the appeal as relates to any- 
thing except the battle. As regards this, the point raised 
in the appeal! is between Admiral Sampson and Admiral 
Schley, as to which was in command, and as to which 
was entitled to the credit, if either of them was really 
entitled to any unusual and pre-eminent credit by any 
special exhibition of genius, skill and courage. The Court 
could have considered both of these questions, but as a 
matter of fact it unanimously excluded evidence offered 
upon them, and through its President announced its re- 
fusal to hear Admiral Sampson’s side at all; and in 
view of such exciusion the majority of the Court acted 
with entire propriety in not expressing any opinion on 
these points. The matter has, however, been raised by 
the President of the Court. Moreover, it is the point 
upon which Admiral Schley in his appeal lays most 
stress, and which he especially asks me to consider. I 
have therefore carefully investigated this matter also, and 
have informed myself upon it from the best sources of in- 
formation at my command. 

The appeal of Admiral Sculey to me is not, as to 
this, the chie. point he raises, really an appeal from 
the decision of the Court of Inquiry. Five-sixths of the 
appeal is devoted to this question of command and 
credit; that is, to matter which the Court of Inquiry did 
not cons.der. It is in effect an appeal from the action 
of President McKinley three years ago when he sent in 
the recommendations for promotion for the various officers 
connected with tne Santiago squadron, basing these recom- 
mendations upon his estimate of the credit to which the 
officers were respectively entitled. What I have to decide, 
therefore, is whether or not President McKinley did in- 
justice in the matter. This necessarily involves a com- 
parison of the actions of the different commanders en- 
gaged. The exhaustive official reports of the action leave lit- 
tle to be brought out anew, but as tue question of Admiral 
Sampson’s right to be considered in chief command, which 
was determined in his favor by President McKinley, and 
later by the Court of Claims, has never hitherto been offi- 
cially raised, | deemed it best to secure statements of the 
commanders or the five ships «other than the Brooklyn 
and New York, the flagships of the two admirals) which 
were actively engaged in the fight. Admiral Philip is 
dead. I quote extracts from his magazine article on the 
fight, written immediately after it occurred; closing 
with an extract from his letter to the Secretary of the 
Navy of Feb. 27, 1899:

The battle was a direct consequence of the blockade, 
and upon the method and effectiveness of the blockade 
was very largely dependent the issue of the battle.

-result. * * * When the Spanish Admiral at last made 
his dash to escape, we were ready—ready with our men, 
with our guns, and with our engines, * * * It was only 
a few minutes after we had seen the leader of the ad- 
vancing squadron that it became apparent that Cervera's 
plan was to run his ships in column westward in an 
effort to escape. * * * Before he had fairly found him- 
self outside the Morro, the entire blockading squadron— 
Indian, Oregon, Iowa, Brooklyn and Texas—was pumping 
shell into him at such a rate as virtually to decide the 
issue of the battle in the first few moments. All our 
ships had closed in simultaneously. * * * Then oc- 
curred the incident which caused me for a moment more 
alarm than anything Cervera did that Seg. * * * Sud- 
denly a whiff of breeze and a lull in the firing lifted the 
pall, and there bearing toward us and across our bows, 
turning on her port helm, with big waves curling over 
her bows and great clouds of black smoke pouring from 
her funnels, was the Brochiya. She looked as big as half 
a dozen Great Easterns, and seemed so near that it took 
our breath away. ‘Back both engines hard!’ went down 
the tube to the astonished engineers, and in a twinkling

* * * JI determined to push on with the Texas. * * * 
It gives me pleasure to able to write that, old ship 
as she is and not built for speed, the Texas held her own 
and even gained on the Colon in that chase. * * * 
“Admiral Sampson was Commander-in-Chief before, dur- 
ing, and after the action.” 

Captain Clark’s statement is as follows: 


“The credit for the blockade which led up to the fight 
is of course Admiral Sampson's. The position of the 
ships on the morning of the fight in a semicircie head-on 
to the harbor, in consequence of which we were able 
to close in at once, was his. In closing in, that is, in 
making the first movements, we were obeying his in- 
structions; though as a matter of fact we would all have 
closed in any way, instructions or no instructions. When 
the Spanish ships came out of the harbor the navigator 
of my ship saw the New York to the eastward, but I 
received no signal of any kind from the New York dur- 
ing the action, nor was she near enough to signal directly 
to me until after the Colon surrendered. 

“The engagement may be said to have been divided 
into three parts: First, the fight proper, while the Span- 
ish squadron was coming out of the harbor and until it 
was ciear of the Diamond Shoals and definitely headed 
westward; second, the running fight with the already 
damaged vessels as they fled westward, until the Teresa, 
Oquendo, and Viscaya ran ashore; and, third, the chase 
of the Colon,, during which there was practically no 
fighting. During the first stage I did not see the Brook- 
lyn or receive any signais from her. At the close of this 
stage the Oregon had passed the Iowa and Texas, and 
when we burst out of the smoke I saw the four Spanish 
ships going west apparently uninjured, and followed 
hard after, at the same time observing the Brooklyn a lit- 
tle ahead and offshore. She was broadside to the Span- 
ish vessels and was receiving the weight of their fire, 
and was returning it. The Brooklyn and the Oregon 
thereafter occupied substantially these positions as re- 
gards each other, being about equidistant from the Span- 
ish ships as we successively overtook them, except when 
the Oregon attempted to close with the Oquendo. The 
heaviest fighting was at the harbor mouth and while the 
enemy was breaking through or passing our line. Not 
long after the running fight began the Teresa and then 
the Oquendo turned and went ashore, the Viscaya contin- 
uing for some distance farther before she also was 
beached. Throughout this running fight the Brooklyn 
and Oregon were both hotly engaged, being ahead of any 
of our other ships; and we then constituted the western 
and what I regard as the then fighting division of our 
fleet. I considered Commodore Schley in_ responsible 
command during this running fight and chase so far as 
I was concerned, and acknowledged and repeated a sig- 
nal he had fiying, for close action or something of the 
kind. As, however, the problem was perfectly simple, 
namely, to pursue the Spanish ships as I had been doing 
before I saw the Brooklyn, he did not as a matter of fact 
exercise any control over any movement or action of the 
Oregon, nor did I perform any action of any kind what- 
ever in, obedience to any order from the Brooklyn 
neither as to my course nor as to my speed, nor as to my 
gun fire, during the fight or chase. 

“The Oregon always had fires under all boilers. In 
spite of the speed shown by the Oregon in this fight she 
had not been and is not classed as the fastest ship; but 
during all her service, in order that no scale should form 
in them, not one of our boilers was used for condensing, 
though the resulting discomfort for all hands was an ad- 
ditional hardship for her commanding officer.” 
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The following is Admiral Evans’s statement: 


“The credit for the blockade, for the arrangement of 
the ships at the opening of the fight, and for the first 
movements forward into the fight musi of course belong 
to Admiral Sampson, whose orders we were putting into 
effect. When the fight began Admiral Sampson's ship. 
the New York, was in plain sight. I saw her turning to 
overtake us. Throughout the fight I considered myself 
as under his command, but I received no orders from 
him until the Viscaya was aground. Nor did I receive 
any orders whatever from the Brooklyn, nor should I 
have heeded them if I had received them, inasmuch as I 
——~ een Admiral Sampson to be present and in com- 
mand. 

“The heavy fighting was during the time when the 
Spanish vessels were coming out of the harbor and be. 
fore they had stretched fairly to the westward. When 
they thus stretched to the westward we all went after 
them without orders—of course we could do nothing else. 
Until the Teresa and Oquendo ran ashore the Iowa was 
close behind the Oregon and ahead of the Texas, and all 
of us were firing steadily at the Spanish ships. The 
Texas then recovered her speed—for she was dead in 
the water after having backed to avoid the Brooklyn 
when the Brooklyn turned—and she went ahead of 
the Iowa. Both of us continued to fire at the 
Viscaya until she went ashore. Then I stopped, but the 
Texas followed the Brooklyn and the Oregon after the 


Colon. 

“When the battle began the New York was not much 
farther to the eastward of me than the Brooklyn was to 
the westward. After the Viscaya had grounded the New 
York overtook me and signaled me to return to the 
mouth of the harbor to prevent any other Spanish ship 
from coming out and attacking the transports. I re- 
ceived no signals of any kind from the Brooklyn. All we 
had to do was to close in on the Spanish squadron as it 
came out of the harbor. in obedience to the orders of 
Admiral Sampson, and then, when the heaviest fighting 
was over and the Spanish ships were trying to escape 
to the west, to follow them—and of course there was no 
signal necessary to tell us to follow a fleeing enemy. 

“The machinery of the Iowa was not in condition to 
get the best speed, though every effort had been made 
to make it so. Her cylinder heads had not been off for 
more than six months, owing to the service she was per- 
forming. Her bottom was very foul, as she had not been 
docked for a period of seventeen months. The Indiana 
was unavoidably in even worse shape. 

“The New York had left the blockading line flying the 
signal ‘Disregard the movements of the Commander-in- 
Chief,’ a signal frequently made, and well understood by 
the entire fleet. It did not transfer the command. No 
signal was made for the second in command to assume 
command of the fleet, which was usually done by the 
Commander-in-Chief before reaching the limit of signal 
distance when he proposed for any reason temporarily to 
relinquish his command to the next ranking officer.”’ 


The following is Admiral Taylor’s statement : 


“At the beginning of the fight the New York was about 
as far to the eastward of me as the Brooklyn was to the 
westward. The only signal I received from the New 
York was at the very close of the fight, when she sig- 
naled to me to return and guard the mouth of the har- 
bor so that nothing should come out to attack our trans- 
ports. I received no signal whatever from the Brook!yn, 
and should not have heeded any if one had been made, 
as I considered Admiral Sampson present and in com- 
mand. From her position the Indiana took full part in 
the actual fight as the Spanish ships came out of the 
harbor. When they ran to the westward the Indiana fell 
behind, but continued firing at them and at the torpedo 






saw the Brooklyn run seemingly. 
over a mile, about the time the rear one of the Spanish 


ships turned to the west; if instead of 
the yn had stood t in towards the Sp 
iards, as the other American ips did, it seemed to me 
that the fight would have been settled then, without 
need of the long chase.” 

The following is Commander Wainwright’s statement : 

“At the outset of the fight the New York was not much 
farther away from me in one direction the Brook- 
iyn was in the other and was in plain sight. A signa! 
from Admiral Taylor in connection with my moving for. 
ward to attack the torpedo boats was the only signa! | 
received. I made one to the New York just before the 
last torpedo boat sank. The New York at that time was 
coming up under the fire of the batteries, and herself 
fired a couple of shots at the torpedo boat. course 
Admiral Sampson was present and in command. I re- 
ceived no signals from the Brooklyn, and would not haye 
noticed her at all had it not been for the fact that when 
the other vessels closed in she made what has been since 
called ‘the loop,’ so that my attention was attracted by 
not seeing the Texas, because she sto: and by not 
seeing the Brooklyn, because she went to seaward, away 
from the Spanish vessels. In other words, the left or 
westward part of our line was refused, and this at- 
tracted my attention, because it seemed to me from 
where I was that this tted the Spanish vessels to try 
to escape to west'w 

The survey of the damages of the four Spanish war 
vessels shows that in addition to several score hits by 
the 6-pounder and 1-pounder guns of the American ficet, 
they were struck forty-three times by the larger guns 
of four inches calibre and over. The Colon, which came 
out inside the others and did comparatively little fight- 
ing, received but three of these hits. The other three 
ships, which bore the brunt of the action, received forty 
among them. Of these forty, eleven, according to the re- 
port of the board which examined into them, were 
by 4-inch guns, ten by 5-inch guns, four by either 4 or 
5 inch (the board could not determine which), while 
one was by either a 5 or 6 inch, twelve were by 8-inch, 
and two by 12-inch gups. All of our big ships except the 
Texas had 8-inch gurls. Only the Texas and Iowa had 
12-inch guns. The Oregon and Indiana had 13-inch 
guns ; and they and the Texas had 6-inch guns. The only 
4-inch guns were on the Iowa; the only 5-inch guns on 
the Brooklyn. Therefore on the three Spanish ships 
which did the bulk of the fighting, out of the forty large 
calibre shots that struck them eleven certainly came from 
the Iowa, ten certainly came from the Brooklyn, four 
from either the Iowa or the Brooklyn, and two from 
either the Lowa or the Texas. Of the three which struck 
the Colon two were 5-inch and must have come from 
the Brooklyn; one was either a 5-inch or a 6-inch. It 
must be remembered that the 4 and 5-inch gums were 
the only quick firers above 6-pounders in our fleet, and 
that they were not only much more rapidly but much 
more surely handled than were the larger and slower- 
firing guns. The damage and loss of the American vessels 
were trivial. The only loss suffered was aboard the Brook- 
lyn, where one man was killed and one.wounded. In dam- 
age, the cost of the repairs shows that the Iowa suffered 
most and the Oregon least. The American ships engaged 
possessed a more than twofold material superiority over 
the Spanish ships, and the difference in the handling of 
their guns and their engines was even greater. We have 
just cause to be proud of the vigilance and instant readi- 
ness our ships displayed, and the workmanlike efficiency 
with which they were handled. The most striking act 
was that of the Gloucester, a converted yacht, which her 
commander, Wainwright, pushed into the fight through a 
hail of projectiles, any one of which would have sunk 
her, in order that he might do his part in destroying the 
two torpedo boats, each possessing far more than his 
own offensive power. 

From the statements of the captains above, from the 
official reports, and from the testimony before the Court 
of Inquiry, the fight can be plotted with absolute certain- 
ty in its important outlines, though there is conflict as 
to minor points. When the four Spanish cruisers came out 
of the harbor the New York had left her position in the 
blockading line forty or forty-five minutes before. She 
had hoisted the signal “Disregard the movements of the 
Commander-in-Chief,” but had not hoisted the signal to 
the second in command to take charge, which, as appears 
by the signal book, was sometimes but not always used 
when the command was transferred. As soon as the en- 
gagement began the New York turned and steamed back, 
hoisting a signal to close in, which, however, none of the 
squadron saw. She was in plain sight, and not very much 
farther from the easternmost blockading ships than the 
latter were from the Brooklyn, which was the westernmost 
of the line. As soon as the Spanish ships a yg oe the 
five big American blockaders started toward them in 
acordance wih the standing orders of Admiral Sampson. 
After this first move each acted purely on his own initia- 
tive. For some minutes the Spanish and American vessels 
steadily approached one another, and the fighting was at 
its hottest. Then the already damaged Spanish ships 
turned to the westward, while at the same time the west- 
ernmost American vessel, the Brooklyn, which was near- 
est the Spanish line, turned to the eastward, making a 
loop or three-quarter circle, at the end of which she again 
headed westward, farther off from and farther behind the 
Spanish vessels than before the loop had begun, but still 
ahead of any of the American vessels, although farther out- 
side. The Texas, the next ship to the Brookiyn, either was 
or conceived herself to be put in such jeopardy by the 
Brooklyn’s turn toward her that she backed her engines, 
coming almost or quite to a standstill; so that both the 
Oregon and the Iowa, which were originally to the east- 
ward of her, passed her, and it was some time after she 
again started before she regained her former position 
relatively to the Spanish vessels. The Spanish vessels 
had straightened out in column for the west, the Colon 
going inside of the others and gradually forging ahead 
of them, without suffering much damage. The two tor- 
pedo boats, which had followed them out of the harbor, 
were now destroyed by the fire of the rearmost of the 
American big vessels and of the Gloucester, which headed 
straight in for them, paying no more heed to their quick- 
fire guns than to the heavy artillery of the forts, to which 
she was also exposed. 

In the running fight which followed, until the Teresa, 
Oquendo and Viscaya were destroyed, the Indiana 
gradually dropped behind, although she continued to fire 
until the last of the three vessels went ashore. The 
Brooklyn was ahead of any of the other American 
vessels on a course outside theirs; she was nearly broad- 
side on to the Spaniards. The Oregon, Iowa and Texas 
were all close together and actively engaged throughout 
this running fight. ‘The Brooklyn and Oregon followed at 
some distance by the Texas, then continued in chase of 
the Colon, which went nearly thirty miles :arther before 
she also went ashore. During this chase of the Colon there 
was practically no fighting. 

These are the facts as set forth above in the state 
ments of the captains, and elsewhere in their official 
reports and testimony. y leave no room for doubt on 
any important point. 

The question of command is in this case nominal] and 
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echnical. Admiral Sampson 
= at the outset of the fight from all the other ships 
except the Brooklyn, Four of these five ship captains 
have testified that they him as 
command. He signaled “Close in” to the fleet as soon as 
the first Spanish ship appeared, but his signal was not 
seen by any American vessel. He was actually under 
fre from the forts, and himself fired a couple of shots, 
at the close of the action with the torpedo boats, in addi- 
tion to signaling the Indiana just at the close of the ac- 
tion. But during the action not a single order from 
him Was received by any of the ships that were actively 
engaged, ; 

Admiral Schley at the outset of the action hoisted 
the two signals of “Clear ship” and “Close in,” which 
was simply carrying out the standing orders of Admiral 
Sampson as to what should be uone if the enemy’s shi 
attempted to break out of the harbor. Until after the 
close of the first portion of the fight at the mouth of 
the harbor, and until after he had made his loop and the 
Spanish ships were fleeing to the westward, not another 
American ship noticed a signal from him. When the 
western pursuit had begun the Oregon, and the Oregon 
only, noticed and repeated one of his signals of com- 
mand. ‘he captain of the Oregon then regarded him as 
in command, but did not in any shape or way execute any 
movement or any action of any kind whatsoever in ac- 
cordance with any order from him, 

In short, the ouestion as to which of the two men, Ad- 
miral Sampson or Admiral Schley, was at the time in 
command, is of merely nominal character... Technically 
Sompson commanded the fleet, and Schley, as usual, the 
western division, The actual fact, the important fact, 
is that after the battle was joined not a helm was 
shifted, not a gun was fired, not a pound of steam was 
put on in the engine room aboard any ship actively en- 
gaged, in obedience to the order of either Sampson or 
Schley, save on their own two vessels. It was a cap- 
tain’s fight. ; 

Therefore the credit to which each of the two is 
titled rests on matters apart from the claim of nom- 
inal command over the squadron for so far as the actual 
ficht was concerned neither one nor the other in fact 
»xercised any command. Sampson was hardly more than 
echniecally in the fight. His real claim for credit rests 
ipon his work as Commander-in-Chief; upon the ex- 
cllence of the blockade; upon the preparedness of the 
juadrons ; upon the arrangement of tue ships, head on, in 
semi cirele around the harbor, and the standine orders 
, accordance witn which they instantly moved to the 
ttack of the Spaniards when the latter appeared. 
For all these the credit is his. , 

Admiral Schley is rightly entitled—as is Captain Cook 

to the credit of what the Brooklyn did in the fight. On 
the whole she did well; but 1 agree with the unanimous 
finding of the three admirals who composed the Court 
of Inquiry as to the “loop.” It seriously marred the 
Isrooklyn’s otherwise excellent record, being in fact the 
one grave mistake made by any American ship that day. 
ilad the Brooklyn turned to the westward, that is, in 
the same direction that the Spanish ships were going, 
instead of in the contrary direction, she would undoubt- 
edly have been in more “dangerous proximity” to them. 
ut it would have been more dangerous for them as well 

s for her! ‘This kind of danger must not be too 

icely weighed by those whose trade it is to dare greatly 
for the honor of the flag. Moreover, the danger was 
certainly not as great as that which, in the selfsame 
moment, menaced Wainwright’s fragile craft as he drove 
forward against the foe. It was not in my judgment 
as great as the danger to which the Texas was ex 
by the turn as actually made. It certainly caused both 
the Brooklyn and the Texas materially to lose ition 
ompared to the fleeing Spanish vessels. But after the 
loop had once been taken Admiral Schley handled the 
Brooklyn manfully and well. She and the Oregon were 
thenceforth the headmost of the American vessels— 
though the Iowa certainly, and seemingly the Texas 
also, did as much in hammering to a standstill the Vis- 
caya, Oquendo and Teresa; while the Indiana did all her 
eastward position and crippled machinery vermitted. In 
the chase of the Colon the Brooklyn and Oregon share the 
credit between them. 

Under such circumstances it seems to me that the 
recommendations of President McKinley were eminently 
proper, and that so far as Admirals Sampson and 
Schley were concerned, it would have been_unjust for 
him to have made other recommendations. Personally I 
feel that in view of Captain Clark’s long voyage in the 
Oregon and the condition in which he brought her to the 
scene of service, as well as the way in which he ac- 
tually managed her before aud during the fight, it would 
have been well to have given him the same advancement 
that was given Wainwrig.c. But waiving this, it is evi- 
dent that Wainwright was entitled to receive more 
than any of the other commanders; and that it was 
just to Admiral Sampson that he should receive a greater 
idvance in numbers than Admiral Schley—there was 
nothing done in the battle that warranted any unusual 
reward for either. I-e short, as regards Admirals Samp- 
son and Schley, I find that President McKinley did 
substantial justice, and that there would be no warrant 
for reversing his action. 

Both Admiral Sampson and Admiral Schley are now 
on the retired list. In concludine their report the mem- 
bers of the Court of Inquiry, Admirals Dewey, Benham, 
and Ramsay unite in stating that they recommend that 
no further action be had in the matter. With this rec- 
omme tion I most heartily concur. There is no ex- 
euse whatever from either side for any further agitation 
of this unhappy controversv. To keep it alive would 
merely do damage to the Navy and to the country.

SENATE PASSES REVENUE CUTTER BILL. 


The Senate on Feb. 17 passed S. 1025, to promote 
the efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Service, which was 
introduced by Mr. Frye on Dec. 5. The bill is the same 
as H. R. 5796, the text of which we gave in full in our 
issue of Dec. 21, page 390, except for certain minor 
amendments, as follows: In section one, enumerating 
the officers of the Service. it is provided that shall be 
“Captains” (instead of “Captain’’), first lieutenants, sec- 
ond lieutenants, etc.; in the onening of the second 
section it is provided that “Captains” (instead of “Can- 
tain”) shall rank “with majors in the Armv.” etc., and 
third lieutenant with seco.d lieutenants of the Army. 
this last change correcting a printer’s error; section six 
is amended to read ‘“‘Sec. 6. That when a board finds 
that an officer is incapacitated for active service, and 


that his incapacity is the result of an incident of ser- 
vice, or is due to the infirmities of age or physical or 
mental disability, and not his own vicious habits, and 
such decision is approved by the President,” ete.; in 
section eight “im his place” is stricken out of the open-

ing sentence, so that it reads, “Sec. 8, That when any 
commissioned officer is retired from active service, the 
next ofticer in rank shall be promoted according to the 
established rules of the service, and the same rule of 
promotion shall be applied successively to the vacancies 
consequent upon sucu retirement, etc.; and section 
nine w=. amended to read, “sec. Vv. ‘Lnat all oucers 
borne upon the retired or permanent waiting-orders 
list at the date of the passage of this act, or hereafter, 
shall receive «15 per cent or the duty bay. salary. and 
increase of the rank upon which they ve been or 
lay be re of 

In connection with the Dill, on motion of Senator 
Hale; there was printed in the Record Admiral Mel- 
ville’s remarks before the House Committee on In 
terstate and loreign Commerce, Feb, 4, 1902, in favor 
of the tens bili of like tenor, and also a statement 
of what the Revenue-Cutter Service has done in the 
last four years toward the preservation of life aud 
property. Admiral Melville gave hearty and generous 
support to the bill, saying in part: “It meets with mv 
earnest approval. It is a measure that has been ad- 
vocated for many years, and the more study that has 
been given to.the matter the more meritorious does the 
purport of the bill appear. The measure is of import 
to the 215 officers who comprise the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the Kevenue-Cutter Service. It ‘is of great- 
er import, however, to the merchant marine of this 
country, for any law that will promote the efficiency of 
the Kevenue-Cutter Service will be of great resulting 
advantage to the meichant shipping of the several 


ports. 

“probably the greatest argument that can be ad- 
vanced in support of the bill is to tell of the people 
and the influences that are in favor of enacting it into 
law. ‘The successive Secretaries of the T'reasury siuce 
1872 have urged the Convress of the United States to 
afford relief to the officers of this organization. Presi- 
dents Arthur and McKinley have cordially indorsed the 
proposition to enact legislation that will substantially 
improve the condition of the officers. poth the crews 
and owners of the whaling fleet know of the work and 
perils of the Revenue-Cutter Service and urge favor- 
able action. The National Association of Marine En- 
gineers, in convention assembled, earnestly urged Con- 
gress to recognize the worth and work of the excellent 
Revenue-Marine Service. During the past twenty 
years various commercial and maritime organizations 
have petitioned the Congress to enact substantially the 
legislation that is asked for in this bill. 

“por over forty years | have seen the ships and known 
the men of the Revenue-Cutter Service. I have watched 
these vessels leave port upon the sogeeee of a gale to 
patrol the coast m the hope of renderin~ assistance to 
any ships that might have been unfortunate enough to 
have been cast on the beach. I have seen these revenue 
ships m the Arctic Ocean hanging close to the ice pack. 
so as to afford immediate relief in case any of the 
whalers should be nipped in the floe. It is because I 
have seen nis heroic work done that I have carefullv 
studied the work of the orvanization. For over fifteen 
years I have had versonal conferences with the Sup- 
erintendent and engineer-in-chief of the service, and 4 
know of the efforts that have been made by these 
executive heads to only take into the commissioned 
personnel young men of character, effi- 
ciency, and high integrity. 

“As for the engineers of the organization, their pro- 
fessional training and education have been of such 
nature that in a short time 1 would have no hesitation 
in intrusting to their charge the care and management 
of the machinery of our best war ships. I believe that 
the percentage of men and officers who meet violent 
deaths in line of duty is greater in the Revenue-Cutter 
Service than it is in the Navy. The officers and men 
of this service have made sied journeys of hundreds of 
miles over the roughest kind*of country in their attempt 
to carry relief to the shipwrecked whalers. 

“Both officers and men are proud of their organiza- 
tions. The cleanliness of the shins and the general 
discipline maintained show that all hands are imbued 
with the best traditions and customs of efficient mili- 
tary service, 

“The work of the Revenue-Marine is a more danger- 
ous occunation than that of the Navy, because the dutv 
of the first organization is to police the coast, while the 
Navy really polices the ocean. It is seldom that a ship 
is now lost at sea. It is cruising along the coast that is 
dangerous, and this is the special province of the Rev- 
enue-Marine. 

“Every reason that can be given for the creation of a 
retired list for the Army and Navy is applicable to that 
of the Revenue-Cutter Service. There is not a day 
when every man in all three organizations is not sub- 
ject to call for perilous duty. The personnel of all 
three bodies is subject to military as well as to civil 
trial for various offenses. In entering all three ser- 
vices the civil rights of the individual are abridged and 


professional 


military responsibilities assumed. 
“The officers of the Revenue-Cutter organization 
neither possess wealth nor political nower. o social 


forees are arrayed in favor of this bill. The measure 
is presented on its merits, and it seems to me if ever 
there was a time when immediate relief should be grant- 
ed by legislation this measure presents an opportunity 
for such action.”

FISKE’S SEMAPHORE SYSTEM. 


Followiug is the report on the semaphore system in- 
vented by Lieut. Comdr. Bradley A. Fiske, U. 8S. N., 
made to the Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, Navy 
Department, Feb. 19, by Lieut. Comdr. William H. 
Schuetze, U. 8S. N., superintendent of compasses: 1. 
The board thinks that the semaphore will improve the 
means of communication among vessels of a fleet. 2. 
The system may be used for sending “wig-wag” messages, 
though a message sent in this way is somewhat slower 
than with the “wig-wag” flag. At times, however, it 
would be advantageous, especially when it is desired to 
send a message to two or more vessels which are on 
different sides of the vessel from which the message 
is sent. The system is well adapted for sending 
general signals among the vessels of a fleet during day- 
light. Each display is complete in itself and makes 
available at least twenty-six battle signals capable of

INSPECTION OF THE ILLINOIS. 


A report of the Board of Inspection and Survey on the 
trial of the U. 8S. 8S. Illinois on Feb. 11 and 12 from 
Hampton Roads to New York has been submitted to the 
Navy Department. With the exception of a few minor 
details the hull, machinery, and workmanship are found to 
be in good condition, and there was no failure or break 
down. The members of the board present were Capt. 
C. J. Train, Capt. J. N. Hemphill, Naval Constr. J. J. 


Woodward, Comdr. C. R. Roelker, Comdr. C. BE. Vreeland, 
and Lieut. Comdr. T. 8. Rodeers. We make the follow- 
ing extracts from the report: 

During the two-days’ trial, the Board made a com- 
plete examination of all parts ot the ship. No parts of 
the machinery were found to be defective nor showed any 
deterioration other than that due to fair wear and tear, 
cunege that the port H. TP. cylinder stuffing box was 
leaking excessively and that the starboard H. P, cylinder: 
piston rings were evidently leaking, but neither of 
these defects are puparestiy due to defective material or: 
workmanship and therefore not chargeable to the con- 
tractor. No work on the machinery, required by contract 
and specifications and authorized changes therein, is at 
present unsatisfactorily completed, 

During the two-hours’ full-power speed trial under nat- 
ural draft, the following was among the data of the per- . 
formance of the engines taken: Mean revolutions of 
both engines, 101.4. Steam pressure in boilers, 161 Ibs. 
Pounds of coal (New River) per hour, 16,170 lbs. Tem- 
perature, fireroom, 83. Grate surface in use, 685 sq. 

I. H. P. main engines, 4524.4-4127.5. I. H. P. both en- 
ines, 8652.0. I. H. P. auxiliaries, 150.0. te I. H. 
>. during two hours’ trial, 8802.0. Mean ft at begin- 
ning of trial, 25 degrees 6 minutes. Displacement, 
12.700 tons. 

On account of the extreme cold, the guns and their 
mounts being covered with ice, it was considered in- 
advisable to fire the guns and the report of the firing of 
Dec. 4, 1901, was accepted by the Board as satisfactory 
evidence that the guns, gun-carriages and their fittings and 
appurtenances work properly, and that the vessel is suffi- 
ciently strong to stand the shock caused by firing. On 
the morning of the second day, a test was made of the 
rapidity of fire of one of the 5-inch guns, and six un- 
aimed shots were fired in three minutes—the ammunition 
pace g at the magazine door at the commencement of the 
trial. 

The Roard recommends changes, not chargeable to the: 
contractors, be made at the first convenient opportunity.. 
These deal with increased ventilation, electrical whip: 
hoists, wood work in store room, etc. 

There are also certain items of work to which it is 
desired to call the Department’s attention, as affecting 
the design of similar fittings in vessels under construction.. 
These relate to guns and fittings. 

A number of additions in electrical department are rec- 
ommended, 

Finally, the Board reports that during the trial no 
weakness or defect in the hull, fittings or equipment, due 
to either defective workmanship or defective materials, 
or in the fitting, fixing, placing and securing of the armor, 
due to defective workmanship appeared, except as noted in 
the report. 

That the machinery and all parts thereof was found to 
be in good condition with respect to workmanship or ma- 
terials, and that there was no failure, breaking down, nor 
deterioration, other than that due to fair wear and tear, 
of any part or parts of the machinery, engines, boilers 
or appurtenances. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Japanese to boat destroyer Kasumi, which 
was launched from Messrs. Yarrow’s yard at Poplar, Eng- 
land, on Jan. 23, went through her preliminary trial on 
the 24th, when a speed of 31 knots was obtained, with the 
contract load of 40 tons. A considerable number of de- 
stroyers of similar design are now being constructed in the 
St. Petersburg and South Russian shipyards for the Rus- 
sian Government. 

An interesting game of baseball took place at Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, on Jan. 2, between a local team and a 
team from the U. 8. 8. Atlanta, the score standing 20 
to 0 in favor of the Atlantas. The game was witnessed 
by a large ering, including Comdr. Edwin C. Pendle- 
ton, U. 8S.

LAUNCH OF THE KROONLAND. 


On Thursday, Feb. 20, the Kroonland, which is the 
third of the new twin-screw steamships which the In- 
ternational Navigation Co. has built for the New 
York-Antwerp service of the Red Star Line, was 
launched at the yards of the William Cramp & Sons’ 
Ship & Engine Building Co. in Philadelphia. She is 
the largest ship ever built in the United States and is 
a sister vessel of the Vaderland which was launched 
on July 12, 1900, at the yards of Messrs. John Brown 
& Co., Ltd., of Clydebank, Glasgow, and the Zeeland, 
which was launched at the same yards Nov. 4, 1900. 
The launching of the hroonland was a function of an 
informal character. Only a few invitations, and these 
verbal, were issued. The ship was christened by Mrs. 
R. G. Griscom. 

In a general way the Kroonland is built on the same 
plan as the Vaderland, but in the matter of appoint- 
ments and various conveniences it is even an improve- 
ment over the latter. The Kroonland is 580 feet long, 
which is 26 feet longer than the St. Louis and St. 
Paul, and has a register of 12,000 tons, or 400 tons 
more than the St. Louis and St. Paul. She possesses 
every device for the safety and comfort of passengers 
and carries the latest imvroved appliances for the nrro- 
tection of life. Except in the one point of speed the 
Kroonland is the equal of the finest steamships afloat 
and will enable persons of moderate means to enjoy all 
the luxuries of the fastest ocean greyhounds. All the 
rooms are unusually large, exceilently lighted and ven- 
tilated by the same process which has won so many 
words of praise from patrons of the St. Louis and the 
St. Paul. The interior rooms, which in many vessels 
are so dark as to sons uire artificial light, are in tnis 
case lighted from overhead py oval glasses, sufficiently 
large to give ample light. 





For extra illumination elec- 
tric lights are provided. All of these rooms are fin- 
ished in mahogany. Every thing possible has been 
done to make the music room and library attractive. 
The smoking room for first class passengers is pannelled 
in fumed American oak and has all of the latest ap- 
pointments and conveniences. The description of the 
first cabin staterooms will very nearly serve for the 
second cabin, the fittings being almost identical. The 
steerage quarters are commodious and well ventilated. 
There are berths for 343 first class passengers, 194 
second class and about 1,000 third class. ‘the arrange- 
ments for loading and discharging cargo are verr com- 
plete

ADMIRAL BRADFORD'S STATEMENT. 


Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, U. 8S. N., has submitted an elaborate 
statement to the House Committee on Naval Affairs ex- 
planatory of the appropriations he asks for not including 
“Increase of the Navy.” He points out that the yearly 
average appropriation for the Bureau of Equipment has 
risen from $1,170,252.20 during the period from 1890 to 
1897 inclusive, to $3,608,752.08 for the period from 1898 
to 1902. The Bureau of Construction and Repair from 
$1,262,.222.50 to 5,784,081.50; Steam ens. 
$819,032.52 to $3,115,800.00; Ordnance, $412,153.00 to 
$3,360,415.00. The appropriation for Equipment for 1902 
was $3,985,000.00; estimate for 1903, .985,000.00. 
Construction and oan for 1902, $7,335,000.00; esti- 
mate for 1§ 000.00. Steam Seeert? 1902, 
$3,446,000.00 ; ” 1903, “oh 266,000.00. Ordnance 1902, $2 
481,749.00 ; 1903, $3,403,000.00. Admiral Bra.Jlford Aa 
mates that there will be a shortage of $823,861.90 in his 
funds for 1902. 

He recommends an qppreoriation of $500,000 for coal 
and transportation. here are 30 naval coal depots 
built or a and it is planned to keep them stocked 
all the time i most coal stored at any one place on 
Jan. 31, 1902, was at Manila, where there was 40,000 
tons. The average amount at home stations is from 8,000 
to 10,000 tons. In 1892 73,000 tons were bought ; during 
the year covering the Spanish War 452,000 tons, and in 
1901 324,108 tons costing $2,273,111.81. 

With regard to an estimate of $5,000 for supplies for 
seamen’s barracks, the Admiral said that enlisted men 
now demand much more in the way of comfort and luxury 
than they formerly did. Personally, the Admiral favors 
receiving ships in preference to barracks. He does not 
believe that there is more danger of disease on ship board 
than in barracks. Ships at sea are very healthy if kept 
clean and supplied with fairly good food. “In fact,” says 
the Admiral, “sea life frequently develops young men in a 
remarkable manner.” 

Additional demands for equipment explain the increase 
of $500,000 in this item. n example of these changes 
and additions in the equipment of vessels appears in the 
fact that other nations are fitting all their warships with 
appliances for wireless telegraphy, and we should do the 
same, at least for purposes of instruction. 

Then there is a large increase in mess gear, cooking 
utensils, candles, mosquito using. equipment for barges, 
lighters, Inunches, scows and boats. 

The Admiral urgently +... that the appro- 
priation of $40,000 for Guam be made in order that 
the necessary land for a coal depot there may be ac- 
7 before it passes into the hands of speculators. 

ne or fwo small workshops should also be provided for 
at Guam. It is wise to prepare a system of general im- 
provements in the harbor before beginning on anything 
else. The coal depot at Tutuila, in Samoa, has been 
completed. Both ———. and Guam possess very im- 
percent harbors for nava > 

The coal station at Can near Manila, will cost 
$500,000. The Bureau has also established several small, 
inexpensive coal depots in other ports of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago. 

As yet the Navy has no coal stations in Cuba, there 
being no Cuban government to treat with. ere is one 
station at San Juan, P. R., which the largest sized ships 
cannot enter to take on supplies. Admiral Bradford 
favors an additional station at Mayaguez on the Mona 
Passage, at the west end of Porto Rico, and one will 
probably be established at St. Thomas. All of ‘these 
coaling stations in the West Indies should be fortified. 

Admiral Bradford thinks that colliers will undoubted- 
ly accompany the fleet in the future, but they must have 
nearby coaling stations to replenish supplies. 

“The fact that colliers were successful during the 
Spanish war is probably misleading to the unprofes- 
sional mind,” says Admiral Bradford. ‘Your attention 
is called to the fact that Spain had no cruisers on our 
coast and that American merchant vessels passed to 
and fro without molestation.”

FOR RETIRED MEN OF THE NAVY. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 12, 1902. 
To the Editor of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL: 

In your issue of Feb. 8, under “Bills Before Congress,” 
appears a bill, H. R. 10790, by Mr. Ketcham, which reads 
thus: “That hereafter there shall be allowed retired en- 
listed men of the U. S. Army $7.50 per month as commu- 
‘ation of fuel and quarters.” Now there are some enlist- 
el men retired from the Navy, not many, it is true, 
but the few that there are would appreciate $7.50 per 
inonth just as much as would the soldiers, and be just as 
crateful for it. Why such a marked distinction should 
be made between the soldier and the sailor is not easy 
for us to understand, but we are inclined to believe that it 
is more accidental than intentional. “Jack” of the Navy 
has every reason to believe that he stands well in the 
opinion of the public, and to believe that the public would 
not be in favor of giving him less consideration than that 
ziven to his companion in arms of the Army. It is 
‘0 be hoped that before the bill goes too far it will be 
amended so as to read “Army and Navy” instead of 
Army simply.

REVOLVERS FOR ENLISTED MEN. 
Manila, P. I., Dec. 28, 1901. 
“o the Editor of the Army AND Navy JourgNaL: 

One question I would like to have explained; why are 
‘ot all American soldiers allowed to carry a revolver in 
iddition to the Krag, which is not convenient to carry 
“xcept on field marches and field service? Uncle Sam 
inakes a great mistake by not issuing every private sol- 
‘ier a revolver whicn he can carry at all times when off 
duty, especially now that bolo gangs are so numerous 
everywhere. More than one man has been murdered by 
‘hese bolomen, simply because he ‘had nothing to pro- 
‘ect himself with. If a man was allowed to carry a re- 
volver he could stand off at least a dozen bolomen. Look 
at Company C, 9th Infantry, for example; most of those 








men were murdered while out of their sleeping 
getting their meals, and with tueir left 
sleeping quarters. If those men had had a re- 
volver, that outrageous massacre never would have 
pened. The native police are allowed revolvers and Krag 
rifles also. Why are they better tnan_ an American 
soldier?

The brigade will be formed in Penn- 
sylvania avenue and Fifteenth street, N. W., at 9:45 
o'clock A. M., (the organizations having been previously 
deployed), as a double line of sentinels at intervals of four 
paces. 

Inspector General Congdon of New Jersey, in his an- 
nual report among other things says that it would be bet- 
ter for the guard to have a salaried inspector eral 
who would give his entire time to inspecting. e also 
says that means should be provided to give every enlisted 
man at least one day’s rifle practice at Sea Girt.. General 
Congdon says that the appropriations for the past year 
have not been sufficient for the current year. 

The review to be taken in the armory of the 13th New

Coghlan, U. S. N., will be somewhat unique by the for- 
mation of a “red, white and blue battalion,” to be com- 
posed of a division of the 2d Naval Battalion, Battery D, 
of the 13th, and the band of the regiment.

A BILL TO KETIR# CONSTRUCTOR HOBSON. 

The Senate on Feb. 17 received from President 
Roosevelt a letter reciting the facts in regard to the 
recent service and physical condition of Naval Con- 
structor Richmond P. Hobson, U. 8.

(2) If the whole period of the 
three-year enlistment should be spent in our foreign 
possessions (or Cuba) is the alien entitled to his citizen- 
ship papers if he should apply for them on honorable 
discharge? (This in view of the condition in the section 
that he shall be required ‘‘to prove one year’s residence 
in the United States previous to application’). Answer.— 
Yes. (3) Must the one alg residence mentioned in the 
section be between discharge and the time of application 
for citizenship? That is, must he have lived a year in 
the United States (or our foreign possessions) as a civil- 
ian after discharge? Answer.—Either before or after 
enlistment, so he has the year of residence. Sec. 2166 
of the Rev. Stat. reads: Any alien, of the age of twenty- 
one years and upward, who has enlisted, or may enlist, 
in the Armies of the United States, either the Regular 
or the Volunteer forces, and has been, or may be here- 
after honorably discharged, shall be admitted to become 
a citizen of the United States, upon his petition, without 
any previous declaration of his intention to become such; 
and he shall not be required to prove more than one 
year’s residence within the United States previous to his 
application to become such citizen; and the court admit- 
ting such alien shall, in addition to such proof of resi- 
dence and good moral character, as now provided by law, 
be satisfied by competent proof of such person’s having 
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been honora discharged from the Service of the

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The British Cavalry soldier is to carry a rifle in place 
of a carbine. The butt of the rifle will rest in a leather 
socket fastened to the saddle, just behind the trooper and 
will stand upright, the muzzle being attached to the left 
shoulder by a sling. 

According to a bulletin issued by the British War Office 
the British losses in South Africa in the month of Jan- 
uary were unusually heavy, numbering four officers and 
S2 men killed in action, five officers and 62 men dead of 
wounds, 10 officers and 562 men dead of disease, and 21 
men missing, while 67 officers and 1,937 were invalided 


home. 


Col. Sir Vincent Sheffield, who has just returned from 
South Africa, stated in a speech at Eaton, Feb. 8, that 
when he left from eighty to ninety Boer commandos 
of about 200 men each, were still in the field, or in all 
16,000 to 18,000 men. 


Advices from Japan indicate that some of the Japanese 
newspapers are aping Western methods of blackmailing. 
The paper publishes an article attacking the reputation 
of a prominent citizen, and the newspapers take a bundle 
of the papers to his house and offer to sell them to him 
instead of the public. This is an Oriental variation of 
the methods sometimes employed in this country. The 
American victim is expected to pay to keep the offensive 
article from being published—Japan-America. 


The French papers speak with grateful recognition of 
Lord Robert’s courtesy in sending one of his staff offi- 
cers to Paris with a rtion of the diary belonging to 

late Colonel the Comte de Villebois-Mareuil, found 
at Boshof. Lord Roberts expressed to the Vicomte 
de Villebois-Mareuil, to whom he has presented it, 
his esteem for the French soldier who fell fighting 
among the Boers. The manuscript is now appearing in 
the Liberté. It does not appear from the portions 
~~ that he entertained a very high estimation of 
th oers. 


This account of the alleged capture of General Buller 
by the Boers is soberly presented in a newspaper which 
informs and instructs the French colony in Pondicher- 
ry, India: “General Buller stood in a humble and 
suppliant attitude before General De Wet. Greatly 
moved by this heartrending scene, General De Wet, 
who looked like God himself, asked Buller if he had 
anything to say. General Buller replied in these words: 
‘Sir, 1 am a poor man. I entangled myself in this war 
owing to my inability to bear the worry of the British 
Government. Grant me my life and I will go.’ Bull- 
er was thereupon released. General French, however, 
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A correspondent of the London Times, who signs 
himself “A Man-o’-War’s Man” has again started the 
discussion as to whether it is or is not correct to use 
the expression “on” a ship. He says that when it 
first made its appearance in the Navy it was a rule 
in some gun-rooms to “cob” any m pman who used 
it, but at the | preneet time it would pomery te difficult 
to find a naval cadet who did not say that was “on” 
the Britannia, for example. Yet it certainly jars on 
the ears of most old seamen “Man-of-War’s Man” 
asserts, and is merely a vulgar abbreviation of “on 
board.” The Army and Navy Gazette does not agree 
with this opinion, and says that a very case 
could be made for the use of many such abbreviations. 
The expression “on” a ship is wrong if used in the 
meaning “belonging to” or “part of the company of” 
a ship; the correct expression then is “in” a ship. But 
many good grammarians may be found to favor the use 
of “on” or “on board.” It is, perhaps, a matter of 
taste more than anvthing else. Another correspond- 
ent of the Times points out that the use of the ex- 
pression “on” is becoming increasingly frequent in Ad- 
miralty communications, and this circumstance cannot 
fail to have its effect on manners afloat. 


In the trials of French submarines at Cherbo to- 
ward the end of January the Morse, Algerien, and Sirene 
attacked the Bouvines in the harbor, and two of them 
were able to discharge their torpedoes without being per- 
ceived. Another attack was upon the Cassini under way, 
and she is said to have been hit by two gy me out- 
side the Mole. A few days later, when the Amira) Tre- 
houart arrived at the harbor, she was attacked, it is said 
with success, by the Narval, Morse and Francais. There 
was a later attack upon the Bouvines, Trehouart and 
Cassini by the submersible boats- Narval, Espadon and 
Triton and the submarines Morse and neais. The 
three ships were patrolling before the openings to the 
harbor, as if to bombard the place and the correspondent 
of Le Yacht asserts that, out of the five boats, three 
discharged their torpedoes with success, and that the 
three assailants were hit. Commenting on the reports 
of trials the Army and Navy Gazette says: “These re- 
sults were no doubt excellent, but we are not yet con- 
vinced that the vessels did not lay themselves open to at- 
tack by remaining near the mouth of the harbor. It 
is the interest of any vessel fearing submarines to steam 
as fast as possible, and often to alter course. corres- 
pondent says that in such a case more submarines should 
be on the spot, so that a vessel in yey ang one might 
fall a victim to the other, as is said to have happened at 
Cherbourg.”

PROPER USE OF RIFLE AND BAYONET. 


The views of General Dragomiroff, of the Russian 
Army, on the proper use of the rifle and the bayonet are 
reviewed in the London United Service Gazette by Capt. 
Ernest Rason of the British Navy. Citing the war in 
South Africa as an illustration of his ideas, General 
Dragomiroff believes that the Boers shoot wonderfully 
because they do not shoot by order, but individually by 
their own initiative, that is they shoot at a determined 
object. That is the cause of the great loss of the British 
in officers. “I have always,” writes General Drago- 
miroff, “advised and still advise this method as a proper 
system of fire discipline, and never did advise a system 
which is nothing but an idiotic noise, and whether it be 
grape from cannon or a hail of bullets from magazine 
rifle makes no difference.” 

General Dragomiroff contends that the idea of instilling 
into the soldier the necessity to kill as many as possible 
but at the same time to take care of himself is wholly 
silly, and the latter even partly harmful. Proper fire 
instruction teaches the first, and the instinct of self- 
preservation the second. The first and primary necessity 
is to teach the soldier self-reliance, and whoever does 
not understand this understands nothing of his business. 
Soldiers must not think of preserving themselves: it is 
the general’s business to take care of the lives of his men. 
The loss of great numbers of soldiers in war is to the 
glory to the soldiers, but to the shame of their leaders if it 
proceeds not from the difficulty of the attack, but from 
the want of care of the leaders. Whoever is instructed 
both in the use of the rifle and of the bayonet will yg 
be calm, but a soldier instructed only in the use of the 
rifle is not willing to use the bayonet and will often re- 
fuse. He has relied too much on keeping his enemy at a 
distance by rifle fire, and is consequently demoral 
when he finds his enemy close to and that rifle fire has 
not kept him at a distance. To kill others in war without 
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risking one’s life is impossible; one might as well try 
to catch birds by putting salt on their tails. It is true 
there is an exception to be made in the case of ambus- 
cades, but it applies only to the first part of the action.
